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Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of 

Selectmen 


Upon  organization  of  the  Board  March  8,  1938,  John 
H.  Gardella  was  again  chosen  Chairman.  By  a  vote  of 
the  Town,  the  Town  Clerk  acts  as  Clerk  of  the  Select¬ 
men,  so  that  since  the  death  of  Town  Clerk  Sullivan,  Miss 
Coyne  has  acted  as  their  Clerk. 

During  the  year  the  third  section  of  Purchase  Street 
was  reconstructed  under  City  and  County  aid.  Applica¬ 
tion  has  been  made  for  additional  allotments  for  1939 
to  continue  the  re-building  of  this  street.  This  work  is 
commonly  known  as  Chapter  90  Construction,  under 
which  the  State  contributes  substantially  one-half,  the 
County  one-quarter  and  the  Town  one-quarter.  Thus  the 
Town  secures  a  modern  constructed  highway,  while  con¬ 
tributing  but  one-fourth  of  the  cost. 

Under  the  Federal  Emergency  Relief  Act  of  1938, 
funds  were  provided  by  the  Federal  Government  for  pub¬ 
lic  works.  While  this  Act  did  not  become  operative  until 
July,  1938,  the  Selectmen  were  in  receipt  of  advance  in¬ 
formation  that  such  legislation  was  under  consideration 
by  Congress.  On  May  14,  1938  the  Board  submitted  to 
the  Public  Works  Administrator,  for  his  consideration, 
in  case  the  Act  became  operative,  the  following  projects: 

1.  Cedar  Swamp  Pond  Development  $100,000.00 

2.  Public  Parking  Areas  10,000.00 

3.  New  Fire  Station  75,000.00 

4.  New  Town  Hall  300,000.00 

5.  Combined  Police  Station  and  Court  House  75,000.00 

6.  Playground  Development  50,000.00 

Later  it  was  learned  that  Federal  grants  for  the  Cedar 
Swamp  Pond  Development  and  Public  Parking  Areas 
might  be  considered.  The  Selectmen  inserted  in  the 
Town  Warrant,  for  the  Special  Town  Meeting,  June  13, 
1938,  articles  requesting  authority  to  proceed  with  these 
projects  in  case  the  Federal  Legislation  was  subsequently 
passed.  Authority  was  given  at  that  meeting  to  the 
Selectmen,  to  proceed  with  the  Cedar  Swamp  Pond 
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Project.  In  July,  therefore,  when  the  Federal  Act 
became  operative,  the  Town  was  in  a  position  to 
promptly  submit  its  application.  The  necessary  ap¬ 
plications  and  plans  were  prepared  in  co-operation  with 
Fay,  Spofford  and  Thorndike,  the  Engineers  selected  to 
do  the  work,  and  after  hearings  in  New  York  and  Wash¬ 
ington  they  were  approved  by  the  Administrator  at  a 
total  cost  of  $100,000.00.  This  makes  the  third  permanent 
improvement  secured  for  Milford  by  the  Selectmen  from 
the  Public  Works  Administration,  the  other  two  being 
the  Milford  High  School  Addition  and  the  Imhoff  Tank 
improvements  at  the  Sewer  Plant.  The  gross  cost  of 
these  three  projects  was  $379,716.30,  of  which  the  Fed¬ 
eral  Government  contributed  the  sum  of  $160,139.88. 

The  Town  bought  the  Cedar  Swamp  property  from  the 
Cutler  Company  in  1929  for  $5,000.00.  Improvements 
have  been  made  of  the  Round  Pond  Area  on  the  south 
side  of  Main  Street  since  that  time  and  repeated  efforts 
to  improve  the  remainder  have  been  prevented,  because 
of  the  prohibitive  cost.  By  taking  advantage  of  the  Fed¬ 
eral  Public  Works  Program,  the  area  is  now  being  im¬ 
proved,  reclaimed  and  properly  drained.  We  feel  that 
beneficial  results  will  not  only  ensue  to  the  section  im¬ 
mediately  adjacent  to  the  swamp  area,  but  also  to  the 
entire  community. 

For  six  years  now,  under  the  Works  Progress  Adminis¬ 
tration,  the  Town  has  been  aided  by  the  Federal  Gov¬ 
ernment  in  governmental  projects  by  paying  all  labor 
costs.  The  Town,  however,  in  common  with  all  other 
cities  and  towns  must  supply  all  materials,  equipment 
and  overhead.  The  Co-ordinator  elsewhere  in  this  re¬ 
port  has  submitted  a  list  of  the  public  improvements  al¬ 
ready  constructed,  as  well  as  those  contemplated  under 
this  program.  As  the  number  employed  in  1938  was 
sixty  percent  more  than  those  employed  in  1937,  naturally 
the  costs  of  the  materials  and  equipment,  which  enabled 
these  extra  men  to  work,  increased.  Nevertheless,  every 
substantial  expenditure  made  by  the  Selectmen  has  been 
on  the  basis  of  competitive  bidding,  and  all  persons 
throughout  the  Town  have  had  an  opportunity  of  par¬ 
ticipating  in  the  business. 

By  reason  of  the  increased  appropriations  in  1938  over 
1937,  the  tax  rate  rose  to  $44.20  per  thousand.  The 
major  increases  were  for  Public  Welfare,  W.P.A.  Mate- 
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rials,  Old  Age  Assistance,  Snow  Removal,  High  School 
Furnishings  and  other  miscellaneous  items.  Heavy  in¬ 
creases  in  tax  rates  were  evaded  in  some  communities 
by  borrowing  money  for  relief  purposes,  but  Milford  in¬ 
cluded  the  items  in  its  tax  rate,  and  up  to  June  21,  1938, 
the  day  when  the  tax  rate  was  fixed,  not  a  dollar  was 
borrowed  for  current  relief  or  other  emergency  purposes. 

Many  suggestions  have  been  received  for  the  enact¬ 
ment  of  a  by-law  with  reference  to  the  method  of  voting 
for  appropriations  and  not  leave  the  entire  decision  with 
the  Town  Meeting  Members.  It  must  not  be  overlooked, 
however,  that  under  the  law  about  three  hundred  fifty 
registered  voters  can  ask  for  a  referendum  to  the  entire 
Town  electorate  on  any  appropriation  exceeding  $20,- 
000.00,  which  would  appear,  under  ordinary  circum¬ 
stances  to  be  sufficient  check  on  excess  appropriations. 

Under  the  statute  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  Assistance 
had  to  be  separated  from  the  Department  of  Public  Wel¬ 
fare,  and  the  Town  Accountant’s  office  was  made  avail¬ 
able  for  that  purpose.  At  the  same  time  the  Tax  Col¬ 
lector  and  the  Town  Clerk  being  in  the  same  room  caused 
much  confusion  and  many  complaints.  It  was  thought 
best  to  make  one  job  of  it,  so  new  offices  were  constructed 
in  Dewey  Hall  for  the  Collector  and  the  Town  Accountant, 
and  the  Co-ordinator  was  moved  from  the  front  office  to 
the  rear. 

The  work  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  the  time 
necessary  for  its  performance  has  increased  tremendously 
in  recent  years.  No  longer  are  the  weekly  meetings  on  a 
single  evening  sufficient  to  transact  the  Town’s  business. 
Every  person,  who  has  any  grievance  against  any  Town 
Department  lodges  it  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  which 
except  in  few  instances,  is  without  power  except  to  sug¬ 
gest  and  recommend.  Under  the  present  system  of  Town 
Government  in  Massachusetts,  each  elected  department 
is  supreme  in  its  own  sphere  and  final  decisions  as  to 
policy  and  procedure  rest  with  them. 

Serious  consideration  should  be  given  during  the  com¬ 
ing  years  whereby  the  various  Town  Departments  might 
be  more  united  with  each  other  for  the  common  purpose 
of  efficiency  and  economy,  under  the  supervision  of  a 
single  administrator,  who  has  the  time  and  facilities  for 
carrying  on  the  affairs  of  this  $15,000,000.00  corporation, 
known  as  the  Town  of  Milford. 
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Recommendations 

Traffic — We  renew  our  recommendation  of  previous 
years  that  the  abuse  of  the  present  parking  rules  on  the 
business  streets  be  corrected.  A  complete  set  of  traffic 
rules  and  regulations  have  been  approved  by  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Public  Works,  but  they  are  not  accessible  to  the 
public  in  any  convenient  form.  A  W.P.A.  Project  has 
been  applied  for  codifying  these  traffic  rules  in  one 
pamphlet  together  with  all  other  Town  by-laws  and  easy 
reference  to  such  special  legislative  acts  as  have  been, 
from  time  to  time,  accepted  by  the  Town. 

Street  Signs — During  1938  additional  street  signs  were 
erected  of  the  same  design  as  those  originally  constructed 
in  1937  and  we  recommend  a  continuance  of  that  pro¬ 
cedure  in  1939,  and  in  future  years  until  the  work  is  com¬ 
pleted.  Continuous  care  is  required,  however,  in  main¬ 
taining  the  signs  as  they  are  frequently  struck  by  ve¬ 
hicles  and  need  replacement  or  repairs  in  many  instances. 

Town  Zoning — In  our  report  of  1938  we  called  attention 
to  the  Town  of  the  report  of  the  Zoning  Board  to  the 
Special  Town  Meeting  of  June  18,  1937.  We  again  recom¬ 
mend  that  this  report  be  brought  up,  the  Town  properly 
zoned  to  prevent  the  indiscriminative  construction  and 
maintenance  of  unsightly  structures  and  obnoxious  trades 
without  restraint. 

Sidewalks — The  frequency  of  sidewalk  accidents  at  a 
heavy  cost  to  the  Town  emphasizes  our  recommendations 
of  previous  years  for  an  appropriation  of  Five  Thousand 
Dollars  for  the  construction  of  cement  sidewalks  to  sup¬ 
plement  the  work  now  being  done  under  W.P.A.  Thus 
far  the  Town  Meeting  Members  have  not  agreed  with  this 
suggestion,  but  we  believe  it  good  business.  We  again 
recommend  the  appropriation. 

Excess  and  Deficiency  Account — We  again  recommend 
an  appropriation  from  the  Excess  and  Deficiency  account 
for  the  purpose  of  using  so  much  of  it  as  is  possible  for 
the  purpose  of  reducing  the  tax  rate.  Application  should 
be  made  for  its  use  by  the  Assessors  to  the  State  Direc¬ 
tor  of  Accounts  before  the  tax  rate  is  fixed,  as  was  done 
in  1938.  Uncollected  taxes  should  be  liquidated  or  the 
lien  perfected  before  that  date  too.  In  this  way  the  Town 
will  have  the  benefit  of  the  collection,  and  the  taxpayer 


still  have  a  series  of  years  to  make  the  payment  without 
loss  of  his  property. 

Care  of  Improvements  Made  Under  W.P.A. — The  im¬ 
provements  done  under  W.P.A.  projects  are  of  permanent 
value  to  the  Town,  but  it  should  be  the  business  of  some 
department  to  exercise  supervision  over  them,  keep  them 
in  repair  and  properly  protected.  The  periodical  cleaning 
out  of  Godfrey  Brook  and  a  uniform  development  of  the 
reclaimed  dumps  and  other  properties  is  necessary.  We 
again  recommend  an  appropriation  for  the  care  and  main¬ 
tenance  of  these  projects,  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen. 

On  March  17,  1938  the  Town  suffered  an  irreparable 
loss  in  the  death  of  Town  Clerk  Sullivan.  Suitable  resolu¬ 
tions  adopted  by  the  Town  appear  elsewhere  in  this 
Report.

Copy  of  Resolutions  adopted  at  Special  Town  Meeting, 
June  1.3,  1938. 

George  W.  Billings,  Chairman  of  Board  of  Registrars, 
informed  the  meeting  that  the  Selectmen  and  the  Board 
of  Registrars  had  framed  a  set  of  Resolutions  upon  the 
death  of  Town  Clerk  Dennis  J.  Sullivan  and  called  upon 
Town  Counsel,  Wm.  A.  Murray,  to  read  the  Resolutions. 

Resolutions 

When  in  a  community  there  occurs  the  death  of  a  rep¬ 
resentative  citizen,  from  the  time  of  the  earliest  civili¬ 
zation,  his  fellowmen  have  paused  in  their  daily  occupa¬ 
tion  to  pay  tribute  to  his  memory.  Thus  an  opportunity 
is  given  to  make  a  just  appraisal  of  his  works,  and  we 
are  once  again  reminded  of  the  lessons  we  learned  in  our 
youth,  that  it  is  the  simple  virtues  of  humility,  common 
honesty  and  mutual  charity  that  shroud  man’s  character 
in  a  celestial  light  which,  even  in  the  fulness  of  time, 
retains  its  brilliance  unobscured  and  its  lustre  undimmed. 

Such  an  occasion  is  now  before  us.  For  during  the 
early  hours  of  the  morning  of  March  17,  1938,  Town  Clerk 
Dennis  James  Sullivan  breathed  his  last.  He  was  born 
in  Milford,  Massachusetts,  June  30,  1868  in  that  section 
known  as  “The  Plains,”  that  district  where  the  early 
pioneers,  who,  after  wending  their  tortuous  way  through 
the  New  England  forest  from  the  Plymouth  shore,  made 
their  first  settlements,  and  it  was  there  he  made  his 
home  until  well  into  middle  life  after  the  death  of  his 
mother.  Through  the  generosity  of  the  taxpayers  of 
that  generation,  he  received  his  education  in  the  public 
schools,  and  from  the  Godfearing  teachers  of  that  day 
there  were  imprinted  on  his  young  mind  patriotic  ideals, 
loyalty,  self-reliance  and  truth,  attributes  which  re¬ 
mained  with  him  throughout  his  entire  life.  A  faithful 
adherent  of  the  Church  of  his  fathers,  he  was  always 
tolerant  and  respectful  of  the  religious  beliefs  of  others, 
for  he  recognized  the  basic  principles  of  political  equality 
and  religious  freedom  as  the  cornerstone  on  which  the 
Government  was  set  up. 
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He  entered  the  public  service  on  March  4,  1907,  when 
he  was  first  elected  to  the  office  of  Town  Clerk,  and  for 
thirty-one  consecutive  years  he  was  the  unanimous  choice 
of  the  townspeople  for  the  same  office.  Gifted  with  a 
remarkable  memory  and  endowed  with  prodigious  energy, 
he  soon  mastered  the  technical  details  of  the  office,  ac¬ 
quired  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  laws  and  regulations 
respecting  matters  of  government,  and  his  advice  and 
his  opinions  on  municipal  problems  were  sought  by  many. 
Stricken  in  later  life  with  an  illness  that  crippled  his 
frame  and  slowed  his  step,  he  nevertheless  carried  on 
efficiently,  serenely  and  patiently  until  the  end.  But 

“Wisdom  dying  leaves  no  heir  behind,” 

and  there  has  gone  with  him  all  his  powers ;  his  profound 
knowledge  of  Town  affairs,  accumulated  in  that  single 
brain  by  years  of  experience  and  constant  devotion  to 
duty,  we  will  share  no  more.  In  his  death,  Milford  has 
lost  a  faithful  and  efficient  public  servant,  and  his  near 
relatives  a  constant  and  faithful  companion  and  loving 
brother. 

In  St.  Paul's  Cathedral  in  the  City  of  London,  designed 
by  Sir  Christopher  Wren,  there  is  a  tablet  which  greets 
the  visitor  with  these  words: — “You  seek  Wren's  monu¬ 
ment? — Then  look  about  you."  To  the  visitor  to  this 
historic  Town  Hall,  scene  of  Mr.  Sullivan's  daily  labors 
for  a  third  of  a  century,  we  may  well  imitate  that  senti¬ 
ment.  Neither  marble  nor  bronze  form  his  monument 
here,  but  you  will  find  it  all  about  you,  in  his  faithful 
attendance  at  every  Town  Meeting,  in  his  painstaking 
recording  of  every  governmental  activity,  in  his  tran¬ 
scribing  the  story  of  every  birth,  of  every  marriage  and 
of  every  death  that  has  occurred  in  a  whole  generation 
of  Milford  people. 

The  last  time  we  saw  him  was  on  the  platform  of  this 
very  hall  where  we  meet  to  do  him  honor.  The  last  words 
we  heard  him  speak  were  uttered  here,  his  last  official 
act  was  performed  here.  He  died  almost  at  the  close  of 
his  legal  tenure  of  office,  on  the  threshold  of  entering  upon 
a  life  of  retirement,  earned  by  and  awarded  to  those  who 
with  merit  and  faithful  service  reach  the  age  of  seventy 
years.  What  a  coincidence  that  his  death  occurred  during 
the  last  days  of  the  dying  winter,  on  the  advent  of  an¬ 
other  spring,  a  spring  he  was  destined  never  to  see. 
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In  closing  let  us  repeat  the  lines  of  Bunyon  in  relating 
the  death  of  a  famous  allegorical  character,  which  exem¬ 
plified  the  true  spirit  of  Dennis  James  Sullivan, 

“And  so  Valiant-for-Truth  passed  over, 

And  all  the  trumpets  sounded  for  him 
on  the  other  side.” 

It  was  moved  by  John  H.  Gardella,  Chairman  of  the 
Selectmen  that:  The  memorial  just  read  be  adopted  as 
part  of  the  records  of  this  meeting,  that  an  attested  copy 
of  the  same  be  sent  by  the  Town  Clerk  to  Mr.  Sullivan’s 
family,  and  that  copies  be  printed  in  the  Worcester  Tele¬ 
gram,  a  newspaper  published  in  the  County  where  Mr. 
Sullivan’s  influence  as  Town  Clerk  was  so  widespread, 
and  in  the  Milford  Daily  News,  a  newspaper  published  in 
the  Town  which  he  served  so  long  and  so  well.

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Report  of  the  Highway  Surveyor 


I  hereby  submit  my  report  as  Highway  Surveyor  of 
the  Town  of  Milford  for  1938. 

From  my  General  Appropriation  of  $21,000.00  I  had  an 
unexpended  balance  of  $3,195.03,  which  was  transferred 
at  the  December  Special  Town  meeting  to  the  Purchase 
Street  Chapter  90  Account  for  1937.  This  balance  was 
made  possible  due  to  the  allotments  that  were  received 
from  the  State  Emergency  Relief  Commission,  to  make 
repairs  to  our  Street,  Walks,  Bridges  and  Brooks,  dam¬ 
aged  by  the  July  Flood.  I  am  requesting  $21,000.00  as 
my  General  Appropriation  in  1939,  in  anticipation  of  the 
continuation  of  Chapter  90  Construction.  This  Construc¬ 
tion,  if  it  is  done  under  the  Supervision  of  the  Selectmen 
and  Highway  Surveyor,  enables  me  to  place  my  operators 
and  equipment  on  this  work,  so  as  to  relieve  the  Highway 
Department  payroll  during  a  portion  of  the  year. 

Oiling  Streets:  I  am  requesting  the  same  amount, 
$5,000.00,  for  1939.  In  my  opinion  this  amount  is  very 
necessary  to  keep  our  macadam  and  tar  surfaced  streets 
in  good  condition  and  at  the  same  time  allow  me  to  im¬ 
prove  a  few  additional  ones  each  year. 

Snow  Removal  and  Sanding:  It  is  the  general  proce¬ 
dure  to  appropriate  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in 
March  whatever  funds  were  necessary  to  expend  for  this 
purpose,  plus  additional  funds  to  care  for  the  snow  the 
balance  of  the  year.  I  regret  to  say  that  some  of  our 
snow-fighting  equipment  is  to  some  extent  antique,  and 
very  costly  to  keep  in  repair,  but  due  to  financial  condi¬ 
tions  I  would  not  advocate  replacing  them  at  this  time. 
I  do  wish  to  recommend  that  additional  motorized  side¬ 
walk  snow-plow  equipment  be  purchased  as  soon  as  pos¬ 
sible.  We  have  only  one  Tractor  for  this  purpose  at  the 
present  time  and  three  units  are  necessary  to  keep  the 
walks  open  during  a  heavy  snowfall. 

Chapter  90  Construction:  The  1937  Purchase  Street 
Chapter  90  Project  was  completed  this  Spring  and  the 
1938  Project  started,  and  was  completed  75%  by  late 
fall.  The  1938  Project  started  at  North  Purchase  Ceme- 
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tery  Road  and  continued  a  distance  of  5,925  ft.  to  Branch 
Street,  driving  surface  20  ft.  wide.  I  would  recommend 
that  the  following  Chapter  90  Projects  be  requested  for 
construction  in  1939: 

(1)  A  section  of  Purchase  street  commencing  at  junc¬ 
tion  of  School  and  Pearl  Streets  to  connect  with 
1936  Purchase  Street  construction.  Total  cost  not 
to  exceed  $10,000.00,  Town’s  share  of  cost  not  to 
exceed  $2,500.00. 

(2)  A  section  of  Congress  Street  commencing  at  junc¬ 
tion  of  Maine  and  Congress.  Total  cost  not  to 
exceed  $14,000.00,  Town’s  share  of  cost  not  to  ex¬ 
ceed  $3,500.00. 

(3)  A  section  of  Purchase  Street  commencing  at  end 
of  1938  construction,  continuing  toward  Hopkinton 
Town  line.  Total  cost  not  to  exceed  $14,000.00. 
Town’s  share  of  cost  not  to  exceed  $3,500.00. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
all  Town  Departments  and  all  the  Citizens  of  Milford 
for  their  patience  and  good  will  during  the  past  year.

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Report  of  Town’s  W.  P.  A.  Agent 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens : 

The  annual  report  of  W.P.A.  activities  in  Milford  dur¬ 
ing  1938  is  submitted  below.  The  year  just  closed  has 
witnessed  a  large  increase  in  the  number  employed  on 
W.P.A.,  with  a  corresponding  increase  in  work  accom¬ 
plished  and  amount  of  money  given  to  Milford  by  the 
Federal  Government. 

Milfordians  received  in  1938  a  total  of  $244,028.08  in 
wages  from  the  Federal  Government,  or  an  average 
weekly  payroll  of  $4,692.65.  This  compares  with  a  total 
expenditure  in  1937  of  $149,813.19 — an  average  weekly 
payroll  of  $2,881.00 — an  increase  of  60%. 

W.P.A.  reached  its  peak  in  employment  in  Milford  last 
year  in  October,  when  a  total  of  456  men  and  women  were 
on  the  rolls.  On  Dec.  31  there  were  411  men  and  women 
working  for  W.P.A.  The  average  weekly  number  em¬ 
ployed  in  1938  was  368.  During  1938  a  total  of  618  per¬ 
sons  were  employed  at  various  times  on  W.P.A. 

The  Government  relief  program  was  inaugurated  in 
Milford  on  Nov.  21,  1933,  and  a  total  of  $968,392.17  has 
been  paid  out  in  wages  alone  here  by  the  Federal  Govern¬ 
ment  in  the  past  five  years,  as  follows :

In  addition  to  wages  paid,  food  and  clothing  are  also 
distributed  by  the  government — a  force  of  40  men  being 
engaged  on  this  work  at  the  former  Swift  and  Armour 
refrigerating  plants  on  Central  Street.  A  full  report  on 
the  commissary  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Welfare 
Department  elsewhere  in  this  Town  Report. 

The  hurricane  of  Sept.  21  left  a  trail  of  uprooted  trees 
in  all  sections  of  the  town  and  within  24  hours  W.P.A. 
had  200  men  and  several  trucks  at  work,  opening  traffic

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lanes  first  and  then  removing  trees  from  streets,  parks, 
school  yards,  town  cemeteries  and  other  town  property. 

In  addition  W.P.A.  has  taken  over  the  repairing  of  hur¬ 
ricane  damage  to  various  school  buildings,  the  fire  alarm 
system  and  South  Main  Street  fire  station,  Memorial  Hall, 
and  barn  and  other  buildings  at  the  Town  Infirmary.  The 
saving  to  the  Town  on  these  projects  amounted  to  many 
thousand  dollars. 

Work  done  last  year  included :  New  concrete  sidewalks, 
with  curbing,  catch  basins,  etc.,  on  Bancroft  Avenue, 
Chestnut,  Church,  Clark,  Congress,  Depot,  East  Main, 
Emmons,  Fayette,  Fruit,  Grant,  Green,  Hayward,  High, 
Park,  Pearl,  School,  Taylor,  Thayer,  Walnut,  Water,  West 
Spruce,  Chapin,  and  East  Streets,  Gibbon  and  Prentice 
Avenues,  Nelson  Heights,  both  sides  of  Main  Street  from 
railroad  crossing  to  Calzone  Park,  and  portions  of  Forest, 
North  Bow  and  South  Bow  Streets,  and  a  new  walk  from 
Spruce  Street  to  the  High  and  Stacy  Schools;  tree  and 
stump  removal  from  streets,  parks,  town  cemeteries  and 
school  yards ;  repairs  to  fire  alarm  system  and  South  Main 
St.  Fire  Station;  repairs  to  Memorial  Hall,  school  build¬ 
ings  and  Town  Infirmary  buildings ;  cut  street  curbing  at 
town  quarry;  sewed  garments  for  the  needy;  completed 
cutting  and  setting  of  handsome  new  memorial  to  World 
War  veterans  on  Draper  Park;  began  construction  of 
modern  fire-proof  structure  on  Central  Street  to  house  the 
Highway  Department  administration  offices  and  equip¬ 
ment;  built  new  culvert  on  Westbrook  Street  and  new 
concrete  bridge  on  Water  Street;  gypsy  moth  suppression ; 
completed  Rifle  Range;  constructed  concrete  pipe  drain¬ 
age  systems  on  Madden  Avenue,  Grant,  Walnut  and  Em¬ 
mons  Streets;  made  major  improvements  at  the  State 
Armory  (at  no  cost  to  town) ;  sent  21  men  to  Upton  and 
24  to  Southboro  on  reforestation  work,  these  towns  pay¬ 
ing  all  expenses ;  conducted  a  nursery  school  for  children 
under  five  years;  employed  40  young  people  on  N.Y.A., 
who  assisted  in  clerical  work  in  various  town  depart¬ 
ments  ;  began  an  inventory  of  all  town  property  in  every 
branch  of  town  government;  and  inaugurated  an  Asses¬ 
sors'  Block  Plan  which  will  eventually  give  the  town  a 
comprehensive  plan  of  every  individual  piece  of  property 
in  Milford,  with  a  complete  description  as  to  type  and  con¬ 
struction  of  every  building  on  same. 
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The  following  projects  were  in  operation  or  about  to 
start  when  this  report  was  prepared  on  Jan.  3:  Construc¬ 
tion  of  new  highway  department  building;  removal  of 
trees  and  stumps  from  streets,  parks  and  Vernon  and 
North  Purchase  cemeteries ;  sewing  for  the  needy ;  N.Y.A. 
boys  and  girls;  Nursery  School;  construction  of  concrete 
bridge  on  Beach  Street;  cutting  granite  street  curbing; 
completion  of  repairs  on  school  buildings,  Memorial  Hall, 
fire  alarm  system  and  South  Main  Street  fire  station; 
inventory  of  town  property,  including  new  system  for 
books  in  town  library;  renovations  at  State  Armory; 
drainage  on  Leonard,  Lee  and  Lawrence  Streets  and  Fells 
Avenue.  Other  projects  are  awaiting  Washington  ap¬ 
proval,  and  will  be  started  as  soon  as  feasible.  In  the 
spring  concrete  sidewalk  construction  will  be  resumed  in 
all  precincts.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Health 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Taxpayers 
of  Milford: 

The  Board  of  Health  respectfully  submits  its  annual 
report,  together  with  the  reports  of  its  various  ap¬ 
pointees,  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1938. 

The  Board  of  Health,  for  the  year  ending  1938,  con¬ 
sisted  of  James  Cervone,  Chairman;  J.  Curtiss  Nutter, 
secretary;  and  Arthur  J.  Chambers.  In  March  Arthur 
J.  Chambers  was  re-elected  for  a  three  year  term. 

On  November  28,  1938,  notice  was  received  by  the 
Board  of  Health,  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  to  the 
eifect  that  they  had  accepted  the  resignations  of  James 
Cervone  and  J.  Curtiss  Nutter  on  November  26,  1938. 

The  work  of  the  Board  of  Health  was  then  carried  on 
by  Arthur  J.  Chambers,  the  remaining  member,  until 
December  13,  1938,  at  which  time  the  vacancies  were 
filled. 

A  joint  meeting  of  the  Selectmen,  John  H.  Gardella, 
Chairman,  William  J.  Hayes  and  Lyndhurst  A.  Mac¬ 
Gregor,  and  the  Board  of  Health,  Arthur  J.  Chambers, 
with  Catherine  L.  Coyne  acting  as  clerk,  was  held  De¬ 
cember  13,  1938.  Dr.  Eugene  E.  Allen  was  elected  to  fill 
the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  J.  Curtiss  Nut¬ 
ter;  Frank  Calzone  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused 
by  the  resignation  of  James  Cervone. 

On  December  15, 1938,  the  Board  of  Health  held  a  meet¬ 
ing  for  reorganization,  and  Dr.  Eugene  E.  Allen  was 
elected  Chairman;  Arthur  J.  Chambers,  Clerk. 

At  the  March  meeting  the  following  appointments 
were  made  by  the  Board  of  Health:  Meat  and  Provision 
Inspectors,  Jeremiah  Macchi  and  Dr.  Benjamin  F.  Hart¬ 
man;  Sanitary  Inspector,  Walter  Chapin;  Physician,  Dr. 
Francis  H.  Lally;  Health  Nurse,  Mrs.  Helen  Gillon;  Den¬ 
tist,  Dr.  William  J.  Clancy;  Plumbing  Inspectors,  Charles 
Ferrante  and  John  Power.  Sept.  15,  1938,  Mrs.  Helen 
Gillon  resigned  as  Board  of  Health  Nurse  and  Miss  Renice 
LaCasse  was  appointed. 

On  July  1,  1938,  the  garbage  contract  was  awarded  to 
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John  Molonari,  East  Main  Street,  Milford,  and  a  very 
decided  improvement  has  been  made  in  the  daily  collec¬ 
tions  and  the  covered  truck  used  in  this  work.  We  feel 
that  Mr.  Molonari  is  trying  hard  to  give  the  best  of  serv¬ 
ice  and  hope  that  the  citizens  will  cooperate  with  him. 

Since  reorganizing  the  Board  has  met  with  all  the  ap¬ 
pointees  and  has  carefully  outlined  to  them  the  various 
duties  expected  of  them.  All  bills  for  the  year  have 
been  paid  and  there  remains  a  small  balance.  There  have 
been  a  few  minor  complaints  received  by  the  Board,  all  of 
which  have  been  satisfactorily  dealt  with.  No  new  ap¬ 
pointments  have  been  made  since  the  Board  reorganized 
and  at  the  present  time  the  Board  is  functioning  har¬ 
moniously.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH  PHYSICIAN 


The  1,100  pupils  of  St.  Mary’s  and  Sacred  Heart 
schools  were  given  physical  examinations  beginning  in 
October  and  ending  the  last  of  December.  If  any  mental, 
physical  or  nutritional  defect  was  noted  in  a  child,  the 
parents  were  acquainted  with  the  facts  and  the  case  re¬ 
ferred  to  the  family  physician  for  correction.  Absentees 
are  checked  by  the  nurse  to  ascertain  whether  they  are 
ill  with  a  contagious  disease.  Any  parochial  or  public 
school  child  who  has  been  ill  with  a  communicable  dis¬ 
ease  must  present  a  certificate  signed  by  the  health 
board  physician  before  gaining  readmission  to  classes. 

Over  150  were  vaccinated  against  small  pox  at  public 
vaccination  held  in  June. 

Six  hundred  and  eighty-four  toxoid  inoculations 
against  diphtheria  were  given  to  239  children  on  Nov.  7. 
14,  21  and  28  in  the  Lynch  Auditorium  of  Milford  High 
School. 

There  were  no  outbreaks  of  a  serious  nature  of  com¬ 
municable  diseases;  42  cases  of  mumps  headed  the  list, 
with  no  doubt  half  as  many  more  which  were  not  re¬ 
ported  ;  four  were  reported  in  1937  and  11  in  1936.  The 
lobar  pneumonia  cases  reported  have  been  practically  the 
same  for  the  past  four  years. 

The  Tuberculosis  Clinic  held  in  the  Board  of  Health 
rooms  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  each  month  from  1  to 
3  P.  M.  is  well  patronized,  not  only  by  Milford  patients 
but  many  from  towns  within  a  radius  of  fifteen  miles. 
Two  hundred  and  ninety-eight  patients  were  examined 
by  the  specialist,  and  280  X-rays  taken.  The  death  rate 
throughout  the  state  from  this  disease  in  1936  and  1937 
was  43%  per  100,000,  while  in  1929  it  was  69%.  This 
drop  can  be  attributed  in  no  small  degree  to  the  careful 
examinations  of  school  children,  and  early  case  findings 
at  the  many  tuberculosis  clinics. 

It  may  be  interesting  to  note  that  the  Department  of 
Public  Health  is  making  an  intensive  study  of  chronic 
arthritis  at  the  Mass.  General  Hospital,  and  Dr.  Bauer 
and  his  co-workers  are  delving  thoroughly  into  this  dis¬ 
ease  metabolically,  pathologically  and  bacteriologically, 
and  in  the  near  future  will  have  a  comprehensive  report 
available.  Any  licensed  physician  may  make  application 
on  a  form  furnished  by  the  Public  Health  Department  for 
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the  admission  of  a  patient  to  the  hospital  for  study  and 
treatment.  Not  more  than  twenty-five  are  under  care  at 
any  one  time. 

On  July  24th,  1938,  following  the  serious  flood,  the 
Health  Board  visited  most  of  the  flooded  area,  giving 
advice  for  health  protection,  and  cautioning  against  the 
use  of  any  water  without  first  boiling  it,  and  continuing 
so  to  do  until  all  danger  of  pollution  had  passed.  This 
admonition  was  broadcast  from  WTAG  radio  station,  and 
because  of  the  cooperation  of  the  general  public  in  this 
regard  no  enteric  infection  occurred.

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REPORT  OF  PLUMBING  INSPECTOR 


January  9,  1939. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Health: 

Gentlemen : 

During  the  year  of  1938  I  received  and  investigated 
numerous  complaints  of  faulty  and  irregular  installation 
of  plumbing,  and  brought  three  cases  before  the  State 
Board  of  Plumbing  Examiners. 

In  two  of  the  cases  the  licenses  of  the  offenders  were 
revoked  for  a  period  of  time. 

In  the  other  case  the  license  of  the  offender  was  re¬ 
voked  for  an  indefinite  period,  and  the  party  appealed 
his  case  to  the  Supreme  Court  for  trial,  Page  vs.  State 
Board  of  Plumbers'  Examiners.  This  was  the  first  case 
of  its  kind  to  be  tried  in  the  Supreme  Court  since  Attor¬ 
ney  General  Dever  gave  his  legal  opinion  on  the  legality 
of  a  Master  Plumbers  incorporating  their  licenses. 

The  Supreme  Court  upheld  the  Slate  Board  of  Ex¬ 
aminers  in  their  right  to  suspend  Page's  license. 

I  have  received  and  also  investigated  complaints  of 
tenants  of  tenement  houses  and  stores,  regarding  lack  of 
toilet  facilities  in  their  place  of  business  and  residence, 
and  I  wish  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  of 
Health  and  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Milford  the  un¬ 
sanitary  practice  some  landlords  and  owners  of  office 
buildings  and  stores  have  of  letting  the  use  of  one  toilet 
for  two  families  or  more,  also  one  toilet  for  both  men  and 
women  in  stores  and  office  buildings. 

We  have  in  our  present  plumbing  regulations  and  State 
regulations  a  rule  which  states  that  each  tenant  shall 
have  one  toilet  for  each  family — and  every  building  where 
persons  are  employed  shall  have  at  least  one  toilet  for 
every  15  persons  there,  and  where  people  of  both  sexes 
are  employed,  separate  accommodations  shall  be  required. 

Section  13  of  our  Plumbing  Regulations. 

This  woeful  lack  of  sanitation  is  a  menace  to  the  health 
of  the  community,  and  with  your  cooperation  I  would 
like  to  bring  these  facts  before  the  owners  of  said  build¬ 
ings. 

I  am  at  present  investigating  certain  practices  of  local 
installations  of  water  pipes,  which  involves  the  dangerous 
practice  of  cross  connections,  a  practice  which  is  a  very 
serious  menace  to  our  local  water  supply  and  aim  to  co- 
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operate  with  the  local  water  company  to  investigate  and 
stop  this  practice  before  we  have  a  source  of  polluted 
water  supply.

Report  of  Park  Commissioners 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Milford: 

We  hereby  submit  our  annual  report  with  the  financial 
report  appended  for  the  year  1938. 

This  year  the  parks  were  maintained  as  well  as  could 
be  expected,  with  the  limited  amount  of  funds  at  our 
disposal. 

The  following  improvements  were  made  in  the  Milford 
Parks:  Reconstruction  of  No.  5  Tennis  Court,  including 
the  construction  of  a  cement  retaining  wall  at  the  lower 
end  of  No.  5  Tennis  Court  with  money  allotted  to  us  by 
the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen,  General  improvement 
of  baseball  diamond;  construction  of  cobblestone  gutter 
on  Town  Park  along  the  Spruce  Street  side;  regrading 
and  planting  of  new  shrubs  at  the  General  Draper  Park ; 
trees  at  the  General  Draper  Park  were  sprayed  because 
they  were  infected  with  Elm  Leaf  Beetle  and  Brown  Tail 
Moth;  and  general  surgical  attention  was  given  trees  in 
the  four  parks. 

We  wish  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  destruction  of 
property  that  has  been  going  on  in  Town  Park  and  be¬ 
cause  of  this  fact  we  have  found  it  necessary  to  have 
police  protection,  the  funds  for  this  protection  were  taken 
from  our  yearly  appropriation.  We  feel  that  the  Town 
Park  should  have  proper  police  protection,  and  we  also 
feel  that  with  this  protection  of  property,  money  will 
be  saved  ultimately  by  the  Town  of  Milford. 

We  also  wish  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  destruction 
in  our  parks  caused  by  the  September  hurricane.  The 
reconstruction  of  the  damage  done  by  the  hurricane  is 
being  carried  out  through  the  cooperation  of  the  Honor¬ 
able  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Playgrounds 

The  Commissioners  try  to  appoint  playground  super¬ 
visors  who  will  look  after  the  interests  of  the  children 
who  come  under  their  guidance,  and  this  year  we  have 
been  fortunate  to  secure  the  services  of  a  very  efficient 
staff  of  supervisors. 

General  repairs  were  made  at  all  the  playgrounds  with 
the  installation  of  new  swings  and  seesaws  which  were 
necessary. 
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Various  games  were  introduced  into  the  playground 
system  and  soft  ball  again  was  the  main  attraction  with 
the  girls.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Commissioners  to 
introduce  out-door  basketball  in  the  playground  system 
next  year. 

We  feel  that  great  benefits  are  derived  by  the  children 
in  the  Town  participating  in  recreational  activities. 

We  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  who  have  in 
any  way  assisted  us  the  past  year.

I  was  appointed  Permanent  Chief  of  the  Department  by 
the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  on  April  80,  1938  with 
a  salary  of  $1,800.00  per  year  effective  May  1,  1938,  and 
since  that  date  I  have  devoted  my  entire  time  to  the 
duties  of  the  office.  I  appointed  Captain  William  Young 
of  Engine  Co.  No.  1  to  serve  as  Deputy  Chief  and  former 
Engineer  Ceasar  Comolli  as  Assistant  with  salaries  of 
$150.00  per  year  each. 

During  the  year  the  Department  was  faced  with  two 
emergencies  -namely  the  July  flood  and  the  September 
hurricane,  during  which  time  the  entire  personnel  of  the 
Department  was  subjected  to  continuous  duty  without 
any  additional  remuneration.  I  wish  at  this  time  to  ex¬ 
tend  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  depart¬ 
ment,  particularly  the  call  members,  for  their  labor  and 
efforts  exerted  so  unstintingly  on  the  previously  men¬ 
tioned  occasions.  It  is  indeed  gratifying  to  know  that 
even  though  they  are  only  part  time  employees  they 
cooperated  to  the  fullest  extent  in  every  instance  despite 
the  fact  that  each  man  suffered  personal  loss  as  a  result 
of  rendering  such  service. 

I  have  requested  in  my  budget  for  the  year  1939  an 
amount  sufficient  to  purchase  new  ladders  and  steel 
wheels  for  the  Ladder  truck  in  conjunction  with  an 
amount  sufficient  to  purchase  a  gasoline  generating  plant 
equipped  with  2-500  and  1-250  watt  lamps.  The  age  and 
condition  of  the  ladders  and  wheels  make  replacements 
necessary  at  this  time.  The  generating  plant  and  equip¬ 
ment  are  regarded  as  standard  equipment  for  Fire  De¬ 
partments  today  and  are  used  entirely  in  emergency  work 
and  at  night  fires.  This  equipment  if  we  had  it  during 
the  hurricane  would  have  been  most  useful. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen,  the 
Police  Department,  the  Highway  Department,  the  Wir¬ 
ing  Inspector,  and  the  Finance  Committee  for  their  fine 
and  courteous  cooperation  during  the  past  year.

Report  of  Sewerage  Commission 


To  the  Citizens  of  Milford: 

The  Sewer  Commissioners  respectfully  submit  the  fol¬ 
lowing  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1938. 

As  in  previous  years,  you  are  referred  to  the  report  of 
the  Town  Accountant  for  details  of  income  and  expendi¬ 
tures. 

One  extension  was  made  to  provide  sewerage  for  the 
westerly  end  of  Pleasant  Street.  The  work  was  done  by 
contract  on  basis  of  award  to  the  low  bidder,  the  re¬ 
maining  work  of  the  sewer  department  being  maintenance 
and  operation  of  the  system,  including  flushing  of  sewers 
and  the  operation  of  pumping  stations  and  treatment 
works.  A  new  pumping  unit  was  installed  at  the  Charles 
Street  low  level  district  station  to  replace  one  of  the  old 
units  which  had  been  found  unsatisfactory  for  automatic 
operation  of  the  station.  The  new  unit  is  a  self-contained, 
close  coupled  vertical  centrifugal  pump,  automatic  in 
operation  and  with  the  elimination  of  long  vertical  shaft¬ 
ing  between  pump  and  motor,  and  should  be  good  for 
many  years  of  efficient  operation. 

A  vertical,  electric  motor  driven  pump  has  also  been 
installed  in  the  pump  well  of  the  Charles  Street  station 
to  insure  automatic  removal  of  seepage  water  from  stuff¬ 
ing  boxes  and  prevent  damage  to  equipment  from  pos¬ 
sible  flooding. 

Sludge  beds  at  the  treatment  works,  damaged  by  the 
severe  storms  of  the  year  must  be  resurfaced  and  re¬ 
turned  to  their  original  condition. 

Twenty  connections  to  the  system  were  made  during 
1938,  making  a  total  of  1895  particular  sewers  installed 
to  date,  the  total  length  of  main  and  lateral  sewers  is 
25.75  miles.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Town  Library. 

Gentlemen : 

I  submit  herewith  the  eightieth  annual  report  of  the 
Library  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1938. 


CIRCULATION 

The  Library  was  open  303  days,  and  during  that  time 
74,260  volumes  were  loaned,  a  gain  of  2,510  over  the  cir¬ 
culation  of  71,750  in  1937. 

The  largest  daily  circulation  was  January  3  with  594 
volumes.  The  smallest  daily  circulation  was  September 
22  (the  day  after  the  hurricane)  with  34  volumes.  The 
average  daily  circulation  was  245  volumes,  a  gain.  The 
average  circulation  per  capita  was  4.9  volumes — a  gain 
of  two-tenths.  The  average  per  capita  income  was  37.88 
cents — a  gain  of  1.88  cents;  still  a  long  way  from  the 
dollar  per  capita  that  a  library  should  have. 

Notices  sent  delinquents,  804 — this  applies  only  to  first 
notices.  Patrons  registered  during  the  year,  470;  total 
registration  5,300.  Visitors  to  the  Reading  Room,  14,103, 
as  against  12,704  last  year. 

Amount  collected  for  fines  and  paid  to  the  Town  Treas¬ 
urer,  according  to  State  law,  $300.30.  This  is  the  amount 
for  thirteen  months,  as  December  was  not  included  in 
the  report  of  last  year.

Two  Library  events,  Jewish  Book  Week  in  May  and 
Children’s  Book  Week  in  November,  were  observed  by 
special  exhibits  of  books. 

Book  marks  were  received  from  several  local  mer¬ 
chants. 

September  13,  W.P.A.  workers  began  an  inventory  of 
the  library.  They  list  every  book  by  number,  title,  au¬ 
thor,  publisher,  condition.  From  this  list  they  will  find 
the  actual  number  of  books  on  the  shelves,  and  the  con¬ 
dition  of  them,  good,  fair,  poor.  A  shelf  list  will  be  made, 
something  the  library  never  had,  except  in  the  Juvenile 
Department.

For  the  first  time  in  eighty  years,  the  Library  opened 
every  afternoon  and  every  evening.  This  was  done  at 
no  added  expense  to  the  Town,  as  the  Library  staff  was 
called  upon  to  give  these  extra  six  hours  a  week  with 
no  increase  of  pay.  The  total  hours  of  weekly  service 
are  now  31,  instead  of  25.  This  new  schedule  began 
March  15. 
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The  volume  given  by  the  officials  of  the  Town  is  a  val¬ 
uable  copy  of  Laws  of  the  United  States  of  America,  con¬ 
taining  “The  Federal  Constitution,  The  Acts  of  the  Ses¬ 
sions  of  the  First  and  Second  Congress;  The  Treaties 
existing  between  the  United  States  and  Foreign  Nations, 
and  the  Several  Indian  Tribes;  also  Sundry  Resolves  of 
the  First  and  Second  Congress,  1789.”

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Report  of  the  Inspector  of  Wires 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: — 

The  work  of  the  Inspection  Department  through  the 
first  half  of  1938  had  nothing  distinctive  outside  of  the 
routine  work  of  supervision. 

A  new  issue  of  the  National  Electric  Code  has  been  in 
force  the  past  year. 

The  changes  are  not  radical  but  in  the  interest  of  more 
suitable  construction  for  all  the  numerous  appliances  to 
be  found  in  the  modern  home,  and  avoid  the  numerous 
cord  extensions  to  the  permanent  wiring. 

A  nation-wide  campaign  in  the  interests  of  adequate 
wiring  has  already  shown  some  results. 

There  has  been  an  average  amount  of  new  building 
construction. 

I  have  endeavored  to  continue  to  preach  on  the  subject 
of  proper  fuses,  and  hope  it  may  have  had  some  effect. 
There  is  no  doubt  of  the  great  danger  of  fire  involved. 

On  September  21,  all  New  England  was  visited  by  a 
southern  hurricane  which  paralyzed  all  wire  systems  of 
the  section.  Milford  had  its  full  share  of  damage  and 
on  the  night  after  the  storm  the  fire  alarm  was  prac¬ 
tically  out  of  service.  Telephones  in  service  were  con¬ 
fined  to  the  underground  system  and  a  little  of  the  over¬ 
head  cable  lines.  A  part  of  the  White  Way  lights  were 
practically  all  that  remained  in  service  of  the  electric 
light  system. 

Most  of  the  power  service  for  the  factories  was  re¬ 
stored  early  the  next  morning. 

On  account  of  the  wide  territory  affected,  it  was  im¬ 
possible  to  secure  skilled  help  except  from  very  distant 
points.  The  telephone  company  had  some  outside  help 
in  restoring  its  system,  but  the  Milford  Electric  Light 
&  Power  Co.  had  the  distinction  of  restoring  its  lines 
with  no  outside  help. 
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Both  public  utility  companies  and  their  employees  de¬ 
serve  a  great  deal  of  credit  for  the  fine  way  in  which 
they  handled  the  situation. 

The  Fire  Department  also  gave  a  fine  account  of  itself 
in  repairing  the  fire  alarm  system.  The  town  was  also 
very  fortunate  in  escaping  serious  fires  and  with  no 
deaths  or  very  serious  injuries  to  its  citizens. 

One  class  of  damage  that  fell  upon  the  property  owners 
was  the  damage  or  destruction  of  over  100  service  pipes, 
mostly  on  residences.  I  have  endeavored  to  inspect  each 
restored  service  but  have  not  completed  them  yet. 

The  complete  restoration  of  the  overhead  lines  and 
structures  will  take  some  months  yet. 

Three  town  buildings  have  been  under  construction, 
the  old  section  of  the  High  School  and  the  Town  In¬ 
firmary,  rebuilt  after  fires,  and  the  new  Service  Build¬ 
ing  on  Central:  St. 

The  continued  co-operation  with  the  Chief  of  the  Fire 
Department  both  in  relation  to  fire  alarm  and  fire  in¬ 
vestigations  has  been  most  pleasant  and  we  hope  profit¬ 
able  to  all  concerned.

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Report  of  the  Inspector  of  Animals 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

In  common  with  most  communities  in  Massachusetts 
this  year,  this  town  was  visited  by  a  new  and  serious  out¬ 
break  among  horses,  known  as  Equine  Encephalomyelitis, 
a  form  of  “sleeping  sickness.”  This  disease  is  thought  to 
be  the  result  of  a  mosquito  carrying  the  germs,  biting 
and  infecting  the  subject.  The  epidemic  spread  rapidly 
and  caused  a  number  of  deaths.  Immunizing  the  animals 
reduced  the  liability  to  the  disease  and  reduced  the  num¬ 
ber  of  losses  by  death.  It  is  advised  that  all  horse  owners 
plan  to  have  their  animals  vaccinated  as  early  as  April 
or  May  as  protection  against  the  mosquitoes,  which  usu¬ 
ally  arrive  in  June.  This  will  insure  a  greater  amount 
of  immunity  against  this  fatal  disease. 

Inspection  shows  cattle  and  swine  to  be  practically  free 
from  contagious  and  infectious  disease. 

Rabies  is  still  non-existant  in  this  town,  but  while  we 
have  no  positive  cases  of  rabies,  yet  dog-bites  continue 
to  average  about  12  a  month  and  vigilance  is  still  neces¬ 
sary  in  dealing  with  this  danger. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  call  to  the  attention  of  farmers 
and  cattle  dealers  the  State  Live  Stock  Disease  Control 
circular,  No.  45,  which  says:  “All  bovine  animals  six 
months  of  age  or  over,  brought  into  this  state,  in  any 
manner,  must  have  a  certificate  stating  that  said  animal 
has  had  a  negative  agglutinated  blood  test  against  Bangs 
(abortion)  disease,  applied  within  30  days  prior  to  entry 
into  this  state.”

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Report  of  Dog  Officer 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 

The  following  is  my  report  as  Dog  Officer  for  the  Town 
of  Milford  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1938. 

During  the  year  I  have  investigated  and  adjusted  242 
dog  complaints  from  all  parts  of  the  Town.  I  picked  up 
and  boarded  27  stray  dogs  during  the  year  for  which  the 
County  reimbursed  the  Town  $108.00. 

On  July  1,  1938,  there  was  turned  over  to  me  for  in¬ 
vestigation  135  unlicensed  dogs.  This  large  number  was 
due  to  the  adverse  business  conditions  existing  in  1938. 
After  notifying  and  interviewing  the  owners,  118  of  these 
licenses  were  paid  and  I  was  forced  to  bring  the  remain¬ 
ing  17  into  court  for  disposition.

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Town  Counsel’s  Report 


During  the  year  1938,  two  of  the  five  accident  cases 
that  were  pending  in  court  on  January  1st  were  disposed 
of.  On  January  1, 1939,  there  were  pending  in  court  four 
accident  cases,  one  less  than  on  January  1,  1938,  one  new 
case  having  been  entered  during  the  year.  Eight  claims 
were  settled  without  having  been  entered.  Notice  of 
fourteen  new  claims  was  received,  suits  not  having  been 
brought  on  them  as  yet.  This  is  an  increase  of  ten  over 
that  presented  during  1937. 

The  investigations  by  the  Highway  and  Police  Depart¬ 
ments,  made  as  soon  as  an  accident  is  reported,  including 
the  taking  of  pictures  where  necessary,  have  been  very 
helpful  in  the  preparation  of  the  cases.  As  previously 
pointed  out,  defective  sidewalks  are  the  cause  of  the  ac¬ 
cidents.  It  is  quite  easy  for  the  party  injured,  if  so  dis¬ 
posed,  to  find  a  defective  place  in  the  vicinity  of  where 
the  fall  occurred.  So  long  as  this  condition  exists,  it  is 
reasonable  to  expect  that  the  Town  will  be  subjected 
from  time  to  time  to  pay  damages.  Concrete  surfaced 
sidewalks  should  be  constructed  on  every  street  and 
when  cracks  or  other  holes  appear,  they  should  be 
promptly  repaired  by  the  Highway  Surveyor. 

In  1938,  234  preambles  of  taking  of  properties  for  un¬ 
paid  taxes  were  prepared.  Each  preamble  must  contain 
a  general  description  of  each  parcel  of  property  and  must 
conform  with  strict  legal  requirements  to  make  the  tak¬ 
ing  valid.  This  is  the  smallest  number  of  preambles  that 
has  been  prepared  thus  far,  the  peak  having  been 
reached  in  1933  with  569,  with  gradual  reductions  to  265 
in  1937.  Sixteen  titles  were  actually  taken  in  1938, 
which  are  two  less  than  in  1937.  Thirty-two  tax  titles 
previously  taken  over  were  redeemed,  disclaimed  or  as¬ 
signed,  the  disclaimers  first  being  approved  by  the  As¬ 
sessors,  Tax  Collector  and  the  State  Tax  Commissioner. 

One  petition  to  foreclose  a  tax  title  was  filed  in  the 
Land  Court  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  thirty-five 
during  1936  and  1937.  Twenty-one  of  the  thirty-six  cases 
were  disposed  of  prior  to  January  1,  1938.  Of  the  re¬ 
maining  fifteen,  fourteen  have  been  disposed  of  either 
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by  adjustment  or  by  decrees  confirming  the  title  in  the 
Town.  The  petition  to  foreclose  the  tax  title  of  Ernest 
F.  Munday  was  contested  but  the  tax  taking  proceedings 
were  held  legal  in  every  respect.  The  remaining  petition, 
that  of  the  Milford  Iron  Foundry,  is  now  ripe  for  a  decree. 

Such  releases,  easements  or  deeds  to  the  Town  as  have 
been  necessary,  growing  out  of  the  reconstruction  of  Pur¬ 
chase  Street,  of  settlements  made  by  the  Boston  &  Albany 
Railroad  with  land  owners  on  Medway  Street  by  reason 
of  the  construction  of  the  overpass,  and  of  the  various 
drainage  projects  have  been  prepared  and  where  neces¬ 
sary  recorded  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  petition  to  register  the  title  and  whatever  rights 
the  Town  may  have  in  the  Cedar  Swamp  Pond  property 
was  filed  February  10,  1938,  and  a  hearing  was  held  in  the 
Land  Court  at  Boston  on  November  2,  1938.  An  informal 
decision  was  made  at  that  time,  satisfactorily  defining  the 
rights  of  all  parties,  but  a  final  decree  was  held  up  pend¬ 
ing  an  amendment  to  the  original  petition  covering  the 
land  owned  by  the  Town  in  fee  on  Cedar  Street  and  land 
owned  by  the  Town  in  fee  on  the  westerly  side  of  the 
pond  just  north  of  the  power  house  property.  A  hearing 
on  this  amended  petition  has  been  assigned  for  March 
3,  1939. 

While  objections  have  been  filed  by  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  &  Hartford  Trustees  and  the  Consolidated  Trading 
Company  to  this  amended  petition  for  the  purpose  of 
defining  the  location  of  the  high  water  mark  along  the 
railroad  property,  and  certain  rights  of  way,  it  is  expected 
that  these  objections  can  be  settled  by  agreement  on  that 
date.  If  for  any  reason  a  decree  should  be  entered  con¬ 
flicting  with  the  federal  project  for  the  improvement 
of  the  pond,  proceedings  will  be  taken  by  eminent  domain 
to  cover  them. 

Public  hearings  were  held  before  federal,  state  and 
county  authorities,  namely,  on  W.  P.  A.  matters  before 
the  Federal  Works  Progress  Administration;  on  Purchase 
Street  construction  before  the  State  Board  of  Public 
Works  and  County  Commissioners;  and  on  the  Cedar 
Swamp  Pond  project  before  the  Public  Works  Adminis¬ 
tration  and  the  Emergency  Finance  Board.  The  legal 
work  in  connection  with  the  P.  W.  A.  Cedar  Swamp  proj¬ 
ect  has  been  voluminous,  not  only  requiring  preparation 
of  applications  and  petitions,  releases  and  deeds  in  con- 
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nection  with  properties  and  rights  affected,  but  also  in¬ 
numerable  conferences  and  discussions. 

The  various  Town  departments  have  been  furnished 
advice  and  opinions,  both  oral  and  written,  when  such 
has  been  asked  for,  and  public  appreciation  is  hereby  ex¬ 
pressed  to  them  for  their  cooperation  and  assistance.

In  fairness,  we  ask  the  voters  to  consider  one  outstand¬ 
ing  fact,  i.e.,  that  the  net  cost  of  the  public  schools  to 
Milford  last  year  was  not  $225,000.00,  but  $194,932.29, 
as  shown  in  detail  farther  on. 

The  School  Department’s  budget  for  1939  follows,  with 
the  following,  by  way  of  comment  and  explanation: — 
(1)  Of  the  items  for  Teachers’  Salaries  and  Care  (Jani¬ 
tors’  wages)  each  is  the  amount  of  the  payroll,  with  an 
allowance  of  $1600.00  for  sick-leave  substitution  in  the 
case  of  the  former.  (2)  The  above  is  true  for  very  nearly 
the  complete  items  of  Health,  Supervision  and  Vocational 
Salaries  except  one-half  of  the  shop  instructor’s  salary 
for  the  fall  term  (17  weeks).  (3)  We  are  asking  for 
about  one-fourth  of  one  per  cent  of  the  valuation  of  the 
school  buildings,  not  including  the  contents,  for  Repairs. 
(4)  For  Transportation  we  ask  for  60  per  cent  of  last 
year’s  appropriation.  (5)  For  Fuel  we  ask  for  the  same 
amount  as  last  year.  (6)  For  Books  and  Supplies  we  ask 
for  $6,000.00,  as  there  are  triennial  typewriter  exchanges 
to  effect,  and  we  ought  to  exchange  the  arithmetic  book 
in  use  for  the  last  eight  or  ten  years,  and  purchase  some 
other  new  books  for  the  grades.  Furthermore,  the  library 
has  been  partially  refurnished,  a  librarian  has  been  ap¬ 
pointed,  and  definite  improvement  is  already  in  evidence, 
so  that  some  new  reference  and  other  books  should  be 
added  from  time  to  time.  (7)  The  amount  asked  for  In¬ 
cidentals  includes  all  the  utilities, — electric  light,  power 
and  gas,  $1,442.60,  water,  $2,209.89,  and  telephone, 
$354.37,  a  total  of  $4,006.86.  (8)  For  Tuition  of  Milford 

young  people  in  trade  schools  the  same  amount  is  asked 
as  one  year  ago.  The  town  is  reimbursed  one-half  for  all 
money  expended  under  this  item.  The  two  vacancies 
among  the  grade  teachers  last  year,  we  did  not  fill, — in 
the  effort  to  economize.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent 


To  the  Honorable  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Mil¬ 
ford,  Gentlemen: — 

I  herewith  present  my  28th  annual  report,  the  60th  of 
such  reports  in  Milford. 


SEPTEMBER  21,  1938 

Milford,  in  common  with  other  towns  and  cities  in  the 
tornado  area,  and  the  school  department  in  common  with 
other  town  departments,  suffered  severe  loss  and  damage 
during  the  September  tornado.  Practically  all  the  school 
buildings  were  damaged  in  greater  or  lesser  degree. 
Roofs  became  sieves,  windows  crashed  by  wholesale,  tur¬ 
bine  ventilators  were  wrecked  and  wire  fences  around 
school  yards  were  crushed  by  falling  trees,  which  were 
everywhere !  The  greatest  loss  was  by  the  collapse  of  the 
Oliver  Street  portables,  which  were  a  total  loss.  Next  in 
order  the  South  school  suffered  most  severely.  The  roof 
was  seriously  damaged,  and  in  addition  a  falling  tree 
caused  the  brick  veneer  on  the  Fruit  Street  side  of  the 
building  to  collapse.  The  necessary  repairs  to  these  build¬ 
ings  are  being  taken  care  of  by  W.P.A.  projects  on  the 
Hurricane  Emergency  Fund. 

Reference  is  made  in  ‘‘Highlights”  to  improvements  of 
the  grounds,  walks  and  drives  about  the  new  High  school. 
An  important  beginning  has  been  made,  under  W.P.A. 
auspices,  in  closing  the  drive  from  Spruce  Street  into  the 
grounds  and  in  the  fine  concrete  walks  from  Spruce  Street, 
connecting  with  yard  walks,  and  the  boys'  door  at  the 
Stacy  School  (as  well  as  the  concrete  walk  along  Spruce 
Street  over  the  hill)  and  leading  to  the  main  entrance  of 
the  new  section  of  the  High  school.  This  is  a  fine  piece 
of  work  and  is  deeply  appreciated. 

SCHOOL  SURVEY 

A  school  survey  was  made  during  the  fall  term  by  a 
committee  from  the  Department  of  Education,  a  report 
of  which  was  received  by  the  committee,  some  features 
of  which  the  committee  approve  and  many  features  of 
which  they  do  not  approve.  No  action  has  been  taken. 
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FLAG  RAISING  AT  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL 

A  colorful  and  interesting  occasion  was  the  flag  raising 
in  the  senior  and  junior  high  school  yard  on  Tuesday, 
October  11,  1938  when  a  new  flag  was  raised  on  the  tip¬ 
top  of  a  fine  new  flag  pole  with  crosstrees,  yardarms,  and 
halyards.  There  was  community  singing ;  reading  of  the 
Governor’s  Proclamation  by  Robert  DeWitt,  Milford  High 
School,  ’39;  “Flag  o’  My  Land”  by  Irma  Johnson,  Mil¬ 
ford  High  School,  ’39,  and  “Your  Flag  and  My  Flag”  by 
Francis  Alberto,  George  E.  Stacy  School,  grade  VII;  se¬ 
lections  by  the  Milford  High  School  Band;  pledge  of  al¬ 
legiance  by  all,  led  by  Sidney  Werber,  Milford  High 
School,  ’39;  suitable  speeches  by  Attorney  William  J. 
Moore,  former  chairman  of  the  School  Committee,  Mr. 
Allen  A.  Hartwell  of  the  Committee,  Principal  Berry  of 
the  Senior  High  School,  Principal  Davoren  of  the  Junior 
High  School,  and  Mr.  Michael  Hachey,  V.F.W.  Our 
thanks  and  appreciation  are  extended  to  Mr.  Hachey  for 
the  amplifier  service  given  by  the  Hachey  Radio  Shop. 

CHANGES  IN  TEACHERS 
High  School 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  High  School  per¬ 
sonnel  since  the  last  report. 

Grades 

Left  the  Service: 

Death  entered  our  ranks  the  past  year.  Miss  Catherine 
F.  Tully,  for  many  years  a  teacher  in  the  Milford  schools 
and  principal  of  the  Claflin  School  at  the  time  of  her 
retirement,  and  Miss  Grace  F.  Brown,  a  teacher  of  grade 
VII  in  the  Stacy  School,  both  passed  away  September  10, 
1938. 

Miss  Jennie  F.  Magann  retired  in  the  summer  of  1938, 
after  half  a  century  of  service  to  the  children  of  Milford. 
More  than  half  of  her  period  of  service  was  as  Principal 
of  the  Plains  Primary  School.  The  committee,  the  Teach¬ 
ers’  Association,  and  many  warm  friends  of  Miss  Magann 
recognized  Miss  Magann’s  severance  of  professional  re¬ 
lations  with  the  public  schools  and  there  were  many 
expressions  and  substantial  tokens  of  esteem. 

The  Hoboken  and  Plains  Annex  Schools  were  closed. 
Miss  Arnold  of  the  latter  building  was  transferred  to 
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Grade  I  (platoon)  in  the  Spruce  Street  School.  Miss  Mil¬ 
dred  C.  O’Brien  was  assigned  to  the  Stacy  to  fill  the 
vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  Miss  Brown.  Miss  Toher 
was  transferred  to  the  Plains  Primary  School  with  the 
fourth  grade.  Miss  Susan  Ranahan  succeeded  Miss 
Magann,  retired;  and  Miss  Rita  Edwards  replaced  Miss 
O’Brien  at  the  Claflin  School. 

The  destruction  of  the  Oliver  Street  Portables  closed 
two  rooms,  making  four  rooms  in  all.  (One  of  the  port¬ 
ables  was  not  in  use  at  the  time  of  the  tornado. 

THE  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Milford  High  School  opened  on  Monday,  September  12, 
with  an  increased  membership.  The  high  total  of  817 
students — 170  seniors,  190  juniors,  211  sophomore,  239 
freshmen  and  7  postgraduates  was  reached.  The  teach¬ 
ers  met  on  Friday,  September  9,  to  make  plans  for  the 
opening  on  the  following  Monday. 

Both  buildings  were  ready  for  occupancy  this  year, 
the  old  building  completely  remodeled  after  the  fire,  and 
we  returned  to  the  one  session  program.  The  result  from 
this  one  session  plan  should  be  evidenced  immediately. 

I  should  like  to  emphasize  again  the  need  of  care  and 
co-operation  from  all — student,  parent  and  teacher — in 
the  selection  of  subjects.  A  child  who  plans  to  go  to 
college  must  be  prepared  to  take  languages,  mathematics 
and  sciences.  If  there  is  a  weakness  in  any  of  these,  it 
simply  means  that  the  child  is  going  to  have  difficulty  not 
only  in  gaining  admission,  but  also  in  staying  in  college. 
All  children  are  not  equipped  with  sufficient  mental  abil¬ 
ity  and  energy  to  go  to  college.  This  is  no  crime,  and 
unless  a  child  shows  the  inclination  to  go  to  college  by 
hard  work  in  his  subjects,  he  cannot,  in  justice  to  him¬ 
self,  be  considered  a  good  college  prospect.  Parents  are 
sometimes  misled  by  their  love  for  the  child  into  feeling 
that  he  is  a  good  college  prospect  when  he  is  just,  which 
is  everything,  a  good  boy.  It  is  unfair  to  him  to  force 
him  to  go  to  college  when  his  heart  rebels  against  it.  I 
am  convinced  that  both  parents  and  teachers  would  be 
benefited  immeasurably  by  more  frequent  personal 
check-ups  by  the  parents.  The  Parents’  Night  instituted 
last  year  is  being  planned  again  with  slightly  more  elabo¬ 
ration. 

Our  High  School  still  keeps  its  Class  A  rating,  and  is  a 
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member  of  the  New  England  College  Certificate  group. 
Milford  High  School  graduates  are  doing  well  in  Brown, 
Harvard,  Bates,  Brigham  Young,  Boston  University, 
State  Teachers'  Colleges  at  Framingham  and  Worcester, 
Worcester  Polytechnic  Institute,  Rensselaer  Polytechnic 
Institute,  New  Rochelle,  St.  Elizabeth's,  New  Jersey  Col¬ 
lege  for  Women,  Holy  Cross,  Wellesley,  Notre  Dame, 
Bryant  and  Stratton,  Burdett,  Bentley,  Pennsylvania 
State  College  of  Optometry,  Oglethorpe,  Massachusetts 
State,  Lassell,  Dartmouth,  University  of  Maine,  Catholic 
University,  Immaculata  Junior  College  and  Annapolis. 
Paul  Boland,  class  of  1938,  has  just  been  named  principal, 
as  a  result  of  a  competitive  examination  for  Annapolis. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  High  School 
faculty,  the  superintendent  of  schools,  Mr.  Caswell,  and 
the  members  of  the  School  Committee  for  the  co-opera¬ 
tion  and  help  given  to  me  during  the  year.

The  purpose  of  this  organization  is  to  take  care  of  the 
ordinary  needs  of  students.  Flowers  and  fruit  are  sent 
to  pupils  out  with  illness.  Flowers  are  sent  to  the  homes 
of  students  where  misfortune  has  come. 

This  association  has  been  the  sponsor  of  many  activi¬ 
ties  which  are  for  the  best  interests  of  the  pupils  of  the 
school.  The  association  has  held  benefits  which  might 
have  been  otherwise  impossible.  The  annual  Christmas 
Party,  held  in  the  auditorium,  was  again  a  huge  success. 
Twenty-nine  baskets  were  distributed  to  the  lucky  win¬ 
ners.  Each  basket  contained  a  ten-pound  turkey,  poultry 
seasoning,  potatoes,  squash,  sugar,  butter,  cranberry 
sauce,  coffee,  oranges,  bread,  cookies,  bananas,  celery, 
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candy  and  mixed  nuts.  The  entertainment  for  the  eve¬

“Christmas  Carol.” 

Everything  which  is  undertaken  by  this  organization 
has  come  out  on  top,  and  we  wish  to  keep  this  our  goal  in 
future  time.

GEORGE  E.  STACY  SCHOOL 

In  the  following  report  Principal  David  I.  Davoren  re¬ 
views  the  progress  of  his  school  during  the  past  year, 
states  the  need  of  better  lighting,  more  and  better  train¬ 
ing  in  reading  and  the  introduction  of  Guidance  and  com¬ 
mends  them  to  the  consideration  they  deserve.  Principal 
Davoren’s  report  follows: 

There  were  no  major  changes  in  policy  or  principles 
governing  the  administration  and  functioning  of  the 
Stacy  Junior  High  School  throughout  the  year. 

The  faculty  and  pupils  of  the  school  deeply  mourn  the 
death  of  Miss  Grace  F.  Brown,  an  efficient,  industrious 
and  accomplished  teacher.  We  were  happy  to  welcome 
Miss  Mildred  O’Brien  to  our  midst  as  the  successor  to 
Miss  Brown. 

The  Stacy  Junior  High  School  Association  enjoyed  a 
highly  successful  year.  The  chief  activity  sponsored  by 
the  association  was  a  minstrel  show,  presented  in  the 
Lynch  Auditorium.  The  diligent  work,  enthusiasm  and 
cooperation  of  teachers  and  pupils  resulted  in  an  excel¬ 
lent  show  which  drew  comments  of  praise  from  those 
who  witnessed  the  performance.  Mr.  Ben  Lancisi  di¬ 
rected  the  show  and  to  him  we  are  deeply  grateful.  The 
proceeds  of  the  show  were  used  chiefly  in  the  purchase 
of  a  mimeograph  machine  which  was  presented  to  the 
school.  This  machine  cost  approximately  two  hundred 
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dollars  and  is  used  in  reproducing  printed  material  and 
in  the  administration  of  the  school. 

In  September  the  following  pupils  were  elected  as  offi¬ 
cers  of  the  association :

The  American  Legion  Medals  for  School  Citizenship 
were  won  by  and  presented  to  Concetta  Celeste  and 
Weston  Gould. 

In  January  of  the  past  year,  teachers’  meetings  were 
inaugurated.  These  meetings  are  held  after  the  regular 
school  hours  and  the  various  procedures,  objectives  and 
methods  of  education  are  explained  and  discussed.  Prob¬ 
lems  that  arise  within  the  school  and  classroom  are 
analyzed  and  solutions  for  these  problems  are  sought. 
The  purposes  of  these  meetings  are :  to  consolidate  think¬ 
ing  in  terms  of  objectives  of  secondary  school  education, 
and  to  improve  classroom  instruction.  It  is  planned  to 
further  seek  the  improvement  of  classroom  teaching  by 
a  continuance  of  teachers’  meetings  and  by  supervisory 
procedures  such  as  class  visitation  and  conferences. 

In  my  previous  report,  I  called  attention  to  the  need  of 
more  adequate  lighting  in  the  classrooms  and  corridors 
of  the  Stacy  School.  To  date  there  has  been  no  action 
taken  to  remedy  this  condition  and  I  earnestly  urge  that 
this  matter  be  given  attention  in  the  immediate  future. 
As  was  previously  stated,  there  are  at  present  provi¬ 
sions  for  switches  and  outlets  in  every  room,  and  all 
that  is  needed  is  the  hanging  of  fixtures  from  these 
outlets  and  connecting  them  with  the  switches.  The 
present  condition  is  not  conducive  to  the  good  eyesight  of 
the  children  being  taught  in  every  room  in  the  building. 
Consequently,  once  again  I  recommend  that  additional 
lights  be  installed  in  the  classrooms  of  the  Stacy  School. 

After  observing  the  reading  abilities  of  our  seventh 
and  eight  grade  children  I  am  convinced  that  there  is  a 
dire  need  for  work  to  be  done  in  remedial  reading.  We 
have  done  some  testing  in  this  field  and  have  found  to 
our  amazement  that  many  of  our  pupils  are  deficient  in 
reading  abilities  in  varying  extents  ranging  from  one  to 
four  years.  With  instruction  given  by  a  teacher  trained 
in  the  testing  and  remedial  reading  fields,  I  am  positive 
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that  these  deficiencies  can  be  eliminated  or  at  least 
diminished.  Our  educational  life  is  built  upon  the  ability 
to  read.  English,  History,  Geography,  in  fact  almost 
every  subject  in  the  secondary  school  curriculum  except 
those  involving  manual  skills  presupposes  the  ability  to 
read.  If  a  boy  or  girl  cannot  read  well,  he  or  she  will  find 
untold  difficulty  in  almost  all  of  the  subjects  in  both  the 
Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools.  He  or  she  will  leave 
school  and  enter  the  world  of  work  with  a  very  severe 
handicap. 

The  instruction  of  children  who  have  reading  difficul¬ 
ties  cannot  be  adequately  and  satisfactorily  accomplished 
by  a  graduate  of  a  two-year  normal  school  course,  unless 
these  normal  school  graduates  take  up  further  study 
along  these  lines.  Our  present  staff  of  teachers  cannot 
take  time  enough  away  from  their  ordinary  reading 
classes  in  order  to  aid  those  who  are  having  difficulty.  In 
my  opinion  is  a  definite  need  for  a  teacher  who  is  trained 
to  teach  remedial  reading  classes  and  I  therefore  recom¬ 
mend  that  this  matter  be  given  serious  attention  and  con¬ 
siderable  thought. 

There  is  also  a  need  for  what  is  termed  in  educational 
circles  as  “Guidance.”  There  are  many  phases  of  this 
particular  field  of  education,  but  I  am  thinking  in  terms  of 
guiding  and  directing  our  pupils  through  their  school  life, 
aiding  them  in  the  development  of  proper  attitudes  and 
habits,  in  the  selection  of  courses  of  study  based  on  intel¬ 
ligent  consideration  and  examination  of  the  pupils’  abil¬ 
ity,  interests,  aptitudes  and  circumstances.  This  direct¬ 
ing,  guiding  and  counselling  of  our  children  is  not  being 
done  at  present  and,  in  my  opinion,  we  are  wasting  plenty 
of  time,  money  and  effort  by  not  doing  it.  A  guidance 
program  could  be  inaugurated  in  our  school  without 
additional  cost  to  the  taxpayer.  I  heartily  recommend 
that  a  guidance  program  for  the  Junior  High  School  be 
considered  by  the  School  Committee  and  the  voters  of 
the  town. 

In  conclusion,  I  am  happy  to  report  that  the  teachers 
and.  supervisors  who  come  in  contact  with  the  Stacy 
Junior  High  School  have  at  all  times  been  interested,  co¬ 
operative  and  industrious.  I  appreciate  having  been 
associated  with  these  people  and  I  am  deeply  grateful  to 
each  and  every  one  of  them  for  the  many  kindnesses  and 
courtesies  shown  to  me. 
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I  wish  also  to  express  my  gratitude  to  Mr.  Caswell  and 
to  the  members  of  the  School  Committee  for  the  interest 
and  cooperation  given  me  during  1938. 

REPORT  OF  TEACHER  OF  HOME  SCHOOL  FOR 
THE  PHYSICALLY  HANDICAPPED 

There  were  nine  pupils,  six  boys  and  three  girls,  during 
the  year,  ranging  in  ages  from  seven  to  fifteen  inclusive. 
Three  of  these  children  had  heart  affections,  one  arth¬ 
ritis,  one  diabetic,  one  mastoids,  one  anaemic,  one  infan¬ 
tile  paralysis,  one  tubercular  hip.  These  boys  and  girls 
had  Miss  Gillon’s  help  for  varying  lengths  of  time  and 
all  went  back  to  school  at  one  time  or  other,  one  in  grade 
2,  one  in  grade  3,  one  in  grade  5,  two  in  grade  6,  three 
in  grade  7  and  one  in  first  year,  High  school. 

GENERAL  VOCATIONAL  SCHOOL 

This  school,  in  operation  for  several  years  in  cramped 
quarters  in  the  Stacy  School,  where  excellent  training 
was  given  and  much  fine  work  turned  out  in  a  number  of 
trades,  was  moved  to  better  quarters  in  the  new  section 
of  the  High  School  last  September.  The  school  is  still  in 
crying  need  of  twice  as  much  room  as  is  yet  available. 
By  the  transfer  of  $500  at  the  recent  town  meeting,  there 
is  set  up  a  special  fund  for  additional  equipment.  I 
heartily  commend  Director  Davoren’s  report  which 
follows : 

At  present  we  are  accommodating  about  all  of  the  boys 
that  we  are  able  to  satisfactorily  handle.  The  number  of 
girls  in  our  school  is  less  than  that  of  the  boys,  but  we 
feel  that  the  girls’  enrollment  is  on  the  upgrade  and  in  a 
few  years  we  will  reach  the  same  level  as  the  boys. 

In  dealing  with  both  boys  and  girls  there  is  a  very  close 
connection  between  the  home  and  the  teacher.  The 
teachers  go  into  the  home  and  become  acquainted  with 
the  parents.  The  school  activities,  the  home  background, 
the  pupils’  habits  and  abilities  are  discussed  during  these 
visits,  and  it  is  felt  that  a  great  amount  of  good  results 
from  the  efforts  of  the  teachers  in  making  these  home 
visits. 

There  is  a  better  field  for  the  placement  of  girls  in 
gainful  occupations  than  there  is  for  boys  at  present  here 
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in  Milford.  The  teachers  of  the  school  are  constantly  on 
the  alert  looking  for  opportunities  to  place  our  pupils. 
We  have  been  able  to  place  about  one-fourth  of  all  the 
girls  who  have  attended  our  school.  The  major  portion  of 
this  girl  placement  has  been  in  the  field  of  home-making. 
Owing  to  the  age  at  which  our  boys  leave  the  school,  we 
are  not  able  to  secure  gainful  employment  to  the  extent 
which  we  would  like,  yet  we  are  constantly  working 
toward  improvement  in  this  line. 

The  teachers  and  myself  are  very  glad  to  report  that 
not  one  single  boy  has  been  sent  to  the  reform  school 
since  the  school  was  begun,  four  years  ago.  This  fact  is 
particularly  gratifying  to  us  and  we  hope  that  our  record 
will  not  be  broken. 

The  shop  has  been  moved  to  better  quarters  in  the  high 
school  building.  Some  needed  equipment  mentioned  in 
last  year’s  report  has  been  added  and  we  are  to  receive 
still  more  in  the  near  future.  Mention  of  the  various 
activities  taking  place  in  the  shop  has  been  made  in  pre¬ 
vious  reports  and  to  those  activities  we  have  added  a 
greater  concentration  on  leather  work;  made  possible  by 
the  addition  of  new  equipment. 

A  considerable  amount  of  work  has  been  done  by  the 
vocational  school  boys  in  the  various  public  schools 
throughout  the  town.  Following  the  high  school  fire 
much  of  the  damaged  furniture  was  repaired,  refinished 
and  upholstered.  Approximately  100  desks  were  re¬ 
paired,  sanded  and  refinished.  Screened  frames  were 
placed  on  the  basement  windows  on  three  sides  of  the 
Stacy  School  building  to  prevent  window  breaking  and  to 
protect  the  school  property.  Countless  minor  repairs  in 
many  schools  were  made.  Following  the  hurricane,  a 
roof  which  had  fallen  into  the  Stacy  schoolyard  was  dis¬ 
mantled  and  removed.  In  brief,  the  town  has  saved  many 
dollars  and  the  schools  have  gained  some  much  needed 
minor  repair  work  through  the  efforts  of  our  Vocational 
School. 

Last  year  slightly  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  was 
earned  by  selling  some  of  the  projects  made  at  the  school. 
This  money  has  been  turned  over  to  the  Town  Treasurer 
by  Mr.  Caswell,  as  it  cannot  be  spent  legally  by  the 
School  Department. 

The  Fourth  Annual  Open  House  Day  took  place  late  in 
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the  school  year  and  our  largest  crowd  visited  us  and 
viewed  the  projects,  exhibits  and  observed  the  typical 
classroom  procedure  as  presented  by  the  teachers. 

As  in  the  past,  the  teachers  of  the  school  join  me  in 
recommending  that  the  work  of  our  school  be  extended 
so  as  to  embrace  two  more  years  of  study.  The  educa¬ 
tional  trend  is,  and  has  been,  very  definitely  toward  more 
vocational  education  and  we  feel  that  there  is  a  positive 
demand  here  in  Milford  for  an  extension  of  the  present 
two-year  course  to  a  four-year  course. 

Concluding,  Mr.  Davoren  expresses  his  appreciation  to 
the  four  teachers  of  the  school,  to  the  members  of  the 
School  Committee,  and  the  superintendent  for  their  co¬ 
operation  during  the  year. 

CONTINUATION  SCHOOL 

Miss  Beatrice  J.  Fleming  of  the  Continuation  School 
reports  as  follows : 

There  are  four-hour  sessions  of  the  Continuation 
School  on  Thursday  and  Friday  afternoons.  These 
groups  are  for  girls  who  through  some  circumstances  be¬ 
yond  their  control  must  leave  school  before  their  six¬ 
teenth  birthday. 

The  school  endeavors  to  aid  toward  better  citizenship 
through  character  development  to  train  for  better  home¬ 
making  and  finally  to  help  in  securing  profitable  em¬ 
ployment. 

The  home-making  course  includes  cooking,  table  serv¬ 
ice,  sewing,  home  hygiene  and  care  of  the  sick.  As  a 
result  of  this  course  we  are  pleased  to  report  that  we 
have  been  able  to  secure  both  part  and  full-time  positions 
for  a  large  number  of  these  girls. 

PHYSICAL  TRAINING 

Mr.  Frederick  E.  Steeves,  Physical  Director,  reports  on 
the  work  of  1938  as  follows : 

The  Intramural  Basketball  Leagues,  both  for  boys  and 
girls,  so  successfully  inaugurated  in  1937,  were  continued 
through  the  winter  of  1938  with  the  participants  more 
enthusiastic  than  ever.  Plans  were  made  to  join  the  Bay 
State  League  for  the  1939  basketball  season. 

In  the  grade  schools  physical  exercises  were  continued, 
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with  good  posture  again  being  stressed.  In  the  Stacy 
School  the  entire  student  body  assembled  on  Town  Park 
on  Open  House  Day  and  went  through  a  set  of  exercises 
to  the  music  of  the  High  School  Band.  Over  five  hundred 
boys  and  girls  in  systematic  array  going  through  co¬ 
ordinated  maneuvers  presented  an  interesting  spectacle. 
We  plan  to  repeat  this  activity  this  spring  as  pupils  and 
spectators  enjoyed  it  immensely.  I  extend  my  thanks  ' 
to  the  teachers  of  the  Stacy  School,  Mr.  Davoren,  Mr. 
Lancisi,  and  the  members  of  the  band  for  their  unstinted 
cooperation  in  making  the  affair  a  success. 

Milford  High  School  again  presented  a  powerful  team 
on  the  baseball  field,  winning  fourteen  out  of  twenty-one 
games.  This  team  probably  set  up  a  high  school  record 
for  scoring,  chalking  up  some  of  the  following  deluges: 
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In  all  her  games  Milford  played  clean,  hard  ball,  and 
only  the  length  of  the  schedule,  coupled  with  a  scarcity  of 
pitchers,  made  her  average  lower  than  the  capabilities  of 
boys  deserved.  Milford,  Norwood  and  Walpole  tied  for 
the  top  in  the  Bay  State  League. 

The  football  team,  with  a  fair  array  of  veterans, 
quickly  found  its  stride  and  defeated  in  turn  Clinton, 
Marlboro  and  Natick.  It  bowed  to  Norwood  and  May¬ 
nard — teams  which,  incidentally,  were  unbeaten  through¬ 
out  the  season — and  tied  Hudson  and  Framingham.  A 
better  team  than  the  record  shows,  Milford  had  good 
reason  to  be  proud  of  the  clean,  hard  play  of  the  boys. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  Milford  High  School 
a  regular  program  of  Physical  Education  was  instituted 
in  September.  This  program  encourages  the  theory  of 
“play  for  air'  rather  than  just  the  varsity  teams,  and  two 
hundred  girls  and  two  hundred  boys  take  part.  In  the 
fall,  regular  scheduled  classes  were  held  on  the  park  for 
softball  throughout  the  day  and  in  the  winter  basketball 
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became  the  activity  with  intramural  games  in  the  after¬ 
noon  rounding  out  the  day. 

A  varsity  basketball  team  has  been  selected  to  repre¬ 
sent  us  in  the  Bay  State  League,  our  first  in  many  years, 
and  although  inexperienced,  can  be  counted  upon  to  do  its 
best. 

VOCAL  MUSIC 

Miss  Helena  F.  Swift,  Supervisor  of  Vocal  Music,  pre¬ 
sents  the  following  report: 

The  study  of  vocal  music,  with  its  admitted  cultural 
attainments,  plays  an  important  part  in  enriching  our 
human  life  and  is  recognized  as  a  valuable  contribution 
to  the  pupil’s  program  of  refinement  of  mind  and  taste. 

In  all  our  work  we  have  tried  to  teach  music  for  the 
sake  of  the  joy  and  satisfaction  which  it  brings  into  the 
lives  of  the  many ;  not  merely  as  a  means  of  enabling  the 
few  to  receive  professional  training.  Thus  we  stress  that 
side  of  music  which  results  immediately  in  aesthetic 
pleasure  rather  than  that  which  concerns  itself  only  with 
elaborate  technical  training  in  preparation  for  future 
achievements  and  enjoyments.  We  try  to  give  to  the 
children  abundantly,  while  still  in  school,  training  in 
music  of  high  quality — and  the  opportunity  of  hearing 
beautiful  music  worthily  rendered. 

Four  successive  steps  have  been  followed : 

1.  Rote  singing  as  a  point  of  contact. 

2.  Ear  analysis  to  discover  musical  facts. 

3.  Representation  of  the  rote  song  as  an  introduction 
to  notation. 

4.  Application  of  knowledge  gained  in  the  preceding 
steps. 

In  the  primary  grades  remarkable  progress  has  been 
made  in  rote  singing,  resulting  in  excellent  tonal  quality. 
Two  and  three-part  songs  are  studied  in  the  intermediate 
grades.  Individual  singing  as  a  means  of  recognizing  in¬ 
dividual  differences ;  ear  training  for  the  further  develop¬ 
ment  of  tonal  and  rhythmic  thinking;  and  the  solution 
of  both  old  and  new  problems  receive  added  attention  dur¬ 
ing  these  years. 

In  the  Junior  High  School  the  first  few  months  are 
spent  in  a  general  review  of  the  work  previously  under¬ 
taken.  Special  emphasis  is  then  given  to  the  strengthen¬ 
ing  and  extension  of  technical  knowledge  and  to  the  sing- 
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in g  of  more  difficult  songs,  many  of  which  are  in  four 
parts. 

In  the  High  School  a  glee  club  of  mixed  voices  from  the 
senior  class  was  formed,  meeting  each  Thursday  morning 
for  the  singing  of  part  music.  The  group  participated  in 
various  programs  held  in  the  school  auditorium  and  re¬ 
ceived  much  deserved  praise  for  its  efforts. 

In  addition  to  vocal  work,  the  class  in  Theory  and  Har¬ 
mony  has  been  continued  as  a  preparation  for  advanced 
study  in  music. 

In  accordance  with  a  pleasing  custom  which  we  have 
established  for  several  years,  this  class  attends  in  Boston 
the  annual  production  of  the  Chicago  Civic  Opera  Com¬ 
pany. 

INSTRUMENTAL  MUSIC 

Mr.  Ben  C.  Lancisi,  Jr.,  instructor  in  instrumental  music 
and  band  leader,  reports  on  a  year’s  work  as  follows: 

Our  enrollment  in  the  student  body  of  the  instrumental 
department  has  increased  this  year  to  two  hundred  and 
sixty  members. 

A  new  instrument  called  the  “Glockenspiel”  was  intro¬ 
duced  in  the  High  School  Senior  Band  and  aroused  much 
favorable  comment. 

Our  Senior  Band  has  had  an  unusually  active  year, 
participating  in  the  dedication  of  the  Sacred  Heart  Ceme¬ 
tery,  Memorial  Day  exercises  in  Milford,  Hopedale  and 
Mendon,  several  church  lawn  parties,  the  annual  Ameri¬ 
can  Legion  Convention  in  Worcester,  and  was  selected 
from  fifty  districts  as  one  of  two  bands  to  play  at  the 
finals  of  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Spelling  Bee,  held  at 
the  Municipal  Auditorium  in  Worcester  before  a  congre¬ 
gation  of  six  thousand  people.  The  band  also  took  part 
in  the  annual  Milford-Framingham  football  classic  and 
was  highly  complimented  by  officials  of  both  towns  on 
their  musical  ability  and  splendid  appearance.  Their 
rendition  of  carols  at  Christmas  time  added  much  to  the 
holiday  spirit. 

They  are  now  preparing  for  the  annual  concert  which 
will  be  presented  during  the  latter  part  of  May.  Over 
two  hundred  and  fifty  boys  and  girls  will  take  part  in  this 
instrumental  program. 

In  the  Stacy  School  a  decided  improvement  has  been 
shown  in  the  enrollment.  These  children  will  make  their 
first  appearance  in  the  spring  concert. 
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In  the  High  School  sectional  rehearsals  are  held  each 
morning  and  a  new  class  in  solo  playing  has  been  insti¬ 
tuted.  The  students  benefit  greatly  by  their  individual 
playing,  especially  in  the  self-confidence  they  thereby 
gain. 

ART  DEPARTMENT 

Miss  Whipple  reports  as  follows  on  the  work  of  the 
Senior  and  Junior  High  Schools: 

The  opening  of  school  in  September,  1938,  found  the 
art  department  once  more  installed  permanently  on  the 
third  floor  of  the  rebuilt  High  School  in  a  large,  attractive 
and  well  lighted  room.  A  fine  display  board  running  the 
length  of  the  room  makes  an  excellent  background  for 
the  many  fine  pieces  of  art  work  done  by  the  High  School 
pupils  while  the  large  closet  gives  ample  room  for  art 
supplies. 

A  gift  of  four  framed  pictures  of  art  subjects  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  school  by  Mrs.  Sumner  Reynolds  are  much 
appreciated.  Also  a  large  portfolio  of  Van  Gogh  prints 
in  color  was  presented  to  the  school  by  the  Gilchrist 
Company  of  Boston  for  which  we  are  very  grateful. 

With  the  addition  of  a  new  activity  period  pupils  who 
wish  now  have  the  opportunity  to  do  extra  art  work,  both 
freehand  and  mechanical,  get  more  individual  help  or  do 
make-up  work. 

Good  blackboard  space  gives  the  pupil  expecting  to 
teach  a  chance  to  learn  blackboard  drawing.  When  possi¬ 
ble,  student  teaching  is  encouraged  so  that  the  pupil  not 
only  learns  himself,  but  is  given  the  confidence  to  teach 
someone  else. 

Posters  were  made  in  March  last  year  for  the  Milford- 
Hopedale  District  Nursing  Association  and  this  year  a 
poster  for  each  school  activity  has  been  made  and  dis¬ 
played  on  the  bulletin  board  from  time  to  time. 

After  a  study  of  the  human  figure,  original  composi¬ 
tions  using  the  figure  were  sketched  by  Seniors  to  make 
murals  showing  various  activities  in  the  school.  These 
later  are  to  be  enlarged  several  times  by  the  squared-off 
method  used  by  artists. 

A  block  print  Christmas  card  cut  from  linoleum  was 
made  by  one  pupil.  The  plate  was  then  used  by  other 
pupils  and  fifty  or  more  cards  were  printed  by  a  press. 
These  were  then  lettered,  envelopes  made  and  the  com¬ 
pleted  card  presented  to  the  High  School  faculty  as  a  class 
project. 
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The  usual  lessons  in  lettering,  sketching,  charcoal 
drawing,  water  color,  design,  etc.,  are  carried  out,  as  is 
outlined  in  the  curriculum. 

The  public  is  cordially  invited  to  visit  the  art  room  at 
any  time  during  class  lessons. 

In  the  Stacy  School  the  art  work  followed  the  general 
outline  for  study,  with  the  exception  of  the  special  project 
added  in  which  the  story  of  “LIGHT”  was  presented  in 
pictures  from  prehistoric  times  to  the  present.  These 
were  mounted  and  displayed  in  the  lower  hall  of  the 
building  during  “Open  House  Day,”  June  14,  1988. 

The  Girls’  Vocational  classes,  Grades  7  and  8,  made  two 
booklets  this  past  year — one  with  sketches  of  costumes 
from  prehistoric  times  to  the  present.  Close  study  is 
made  of  how  these  designs  of  clothes  have  been  used, 
from  time  to  time,  up  to  the  present  in  clothes  of  our  own 
time.  The  second  booklet  was  on  the  appropriateness 
and  good  use  of  clothes — how  to  dress  correctly  accord¬ 
ing  to  line  and  color,  hygiene  and  charm.  A  chart  show¬ 
ing  proper  clothes  to  pack  and  wear  for  a  trip  to  the  north 
country  for  winter  sports  was  made  by  all  pupils  as  a 
class  project. 

The  cooperation  of  the  teachers  with  the  supervisor 
was  greatly  appreciated. 

The  report  of  Miss  Margaret  Condon,  supervisor  for 
the  grades,  follows: 

There  is  an  old  Chinese  proverb  that  says,  “One  picture 
is  worth  ten  thousand  words.”  Even  a  child  must  in¬ 
stinctively  believe  this  is  true  because,  given  a  pencil  or 
crayons,  he  expresses  his  thoughts  through  crude 
sketches.  His  love  of  his  work  and  delight  in  his  accom¬ 
plishment  should  never  be  discouraged  or  those  inhibi¬ 
tions  which  come  from  unsympathetic  criticism  may  stifle 
his  confidence  in  himself. 

The  course  for  the  first  six  grades  includes  illustrating, 
poster  work,  lettering,  nature  study,  color  theory,  figure 
construction  and  cut  paper  projects. 

The  children  constructed  many  of  their  own  Christmas 
decorations  and  gifts.  They  made  toys,  wall  plaques, 
calendars,  book  marks  and  serving  trays. 

The  pupils  in  the  Special  Classes  are  most  interested 
in  drawing.  I  am  sure  that  some  of  the  boys  would 
accomplish  surprising  results  if  they  had  the  opportunity 
to  attend  manual  training  school.

The  Library  committee  this  year  as  in  the  past  selected 
and  presented  a  number  of  suitable  volumes  to  the  Mil¬ 
ford  Public  Library.  The  committee  for  1938  comprised 
Miss  Marion  A.  Ryan,  Miss  Viola  Leland  and  Paul  F. 
Raftery. 

Members  of  the  Association  deeply  mourn  the  passing 
during  1938  of  Miss  Grace  Brown  and  Miss  Catherine 
Tully,  and  fitting  cognizance  of  their  faithful  affiliation 
with  the  Association  was  made  by  the  respective  com¬ 
mittees  on  resolutions. 

Monthly  meetings  were  held  throughout  the  school 
year  and  a  program  in  line  with  the  successful  years  of 
its  past  existence  followed.

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COOPERATING  AGENCIES 
THE  4-H  CLUB 

Milford  4-H  Club  suffered  a  severe  loss  the  first  of  the 
year  by  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Elmer  Rose,  Town  Di¬ 
rector. 

After  giving  nine  years  of  unselfish  and  untiring  service 
as  leader  of  4-H  Club  work  in  Milford,  Mrs.  Rose  was 
forced  to  give  up,  due  to  ill  health.  Her  loss  has  been 
very  keenly  felt  by  leaders  and  children  during  the  past 
year. 

At  the  Town  Meeting  in  March,  Mrs.  Fred  J.  Luby  was 
appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy.  More  than  125  children  en¬ 
rolled  for  club  work,  but  due  to  lack  of  senior  leaders  25 
were  put  on  a  waiting  list. 

Under  the  leadership  of  seven  senior  and  eight  junior 
leaders,  classes  in  sewing  and  knitting  were  held  weekly 
in  V.  F.  W.  Hall.  Monthly  rallies  were  held,  mothers  were 
invited  and  urged  to  attend.  Games,  folk  dancing  and 
Music  Appreciation  were  taught,  and  some  educational 
feature,  health  talks,  moving  pictures,  etc.  were  enjoyed, 
under  the  direction  of  Miss  Dorothy  Crandall,  Associate 
County  Club  Agent  from  Worcester.  A  leaders’  training 
school  was  held  for  junior  leaders  and  advanced  sewing 
was  taught  by  Miss  Crandall. 

A  very  satisfactory  display  of  knitted  hats,  mittens, 
scarfs,  sweaters  and  boleros,  towels,  aprons,  pyjamas  and 
cotton  and  silk  dresses  were  exhibited  in  May  and  the 
much  coveted  4-H  Club  pins  awarded. 

Buses  brought  the  children  to  the  sectional  meeting  in 
Uxbridge,  and  to  the  Worcester  County  rally  in  Worcester. 

Seven  local  leaders  attended  leaders’  banquet  in 
Worcester  the  middle  of  December.  They,  with  200 
leaders  from  all  over  Worcester  County,  planned  to  make 
1939  the  biggest  and  best  year  yet  for  4-H  Club  work  in 
Massachusetts. 

Report— MRS.  FRED  J.  LUBY,

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Report  of  the  School  Physicians 


The  results  of  our  examinations  of  the  pupils  this  year 
show  a  little  higher  percentage  of  physical  short-comings 
than  last  year.  Some  of  them  are  of  a  serious  nature  and 
require  attention  as  early  as  possible ;  others  of  them  are 
less  serious,  but  nevertheless  important.  In  some  cases 
poor  posture  or  acne  or  eczema  may  be  indicative  of  con¬ 
ditions  more  dangerous  to  the  pupils’  health  than  large 
tonsils  or  crooked  and  carious  teeth. 

The  notice  sent  to  the  parents  is  intended  to  warn  them 
of  defects  or  disease  which  should  be  investigated  by  the 
family  physician.  There  is  a  good  reason  for  each  notice. 

The  aims  and  objects  of  school  inspection  are  better 
understood  by  parents  today  and  their  cooperation  ap¬ 
pears  each  year  in  a  large  number  of  corrected  defects. 
That  is  what  we  are  working  for,  and  we  appreciate  the 
assistance  of  the  parents  in  our  efforts.

ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING,  MARCH  16,  1938 
Worcester,  ss.  Milford,  March  16,  1938. 

At  a  legal  meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of 
Milford  qualified  by  law  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs  held  in 
Town  Hall  on  the  sixteenth  day  of  March,  1938,  the  said 
inhabitants  proceeded  as  follows : 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  John  T.  McLough- 
lin,  Moderator,  at  8:00  o’clock  P.M. 

The  following  Monitors  to  check  the  lists  of  Town  Meet¬ 
ing  Members  and  the  Members- At-Large  were  appointed 
by  the  Moderator :

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Chester  F.  Williams  was  appointed  to  fill  vacancy  in 
Precinct  5,  incurred  by  the  absence  of  William  J.  Moore. 

The  Monitor  checked  the  lists  of  Town  Meeting  Mem¬ 
bers  and  reported  that  there  were  190  Town  Meeting 
Members  present  as  follows : 

Precinct  1  37  Precinct  2  32  At  Large  18 

Precinct  4  35  Precinct  5  33  Precinct  3  35 

Total — 190. 

The  number  of  Members  present  constituted  a  quorum. 

The  Town  Clerk  proceeded  to  read  the  Warrant. 

After  reading  the  opening  paragraphs  of  the  Warrant 
it  was  voted:  To  dispense  with  the  reading  of  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  the  Articles  in  the  Warrant  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  the  Officer’s  return  thereon. 

The  Officer’s  return  on  the  warrant  was  read. 

Article  1.  Voted:  To  accept  the  reports  of  all  Town 
Officers  as  printed  in  the  Annual  Town  Reports. 

Report  of  the  Committee  to  investigate  the  Fire  De¬ 
partment  read. 

At  the  last  annual  Town  meeting  this  committee  sub¬ 
mitted  a  report  on  certain  matters  relative  to  the  Fire 
Department,  with  some  criticism  and  suggestion  that, 
in  our  judgment,  would  make  for  a  more  efficient  depart¬ 
ment,  and  secure  to  the  taxpayer  a  greater  measure  of 
fire  protection  for  the  money  invested. 

As  nothing  had  been  accomplished  up  to  that  time,  you 
voted  to  extend  the  time  of  the  committee  until  the  annual 
town  meeting  of  1938.  While  the  time  given  the  com¬ 
mittee  was  long,  the  report  will  be  short. 

We  congratulate  the  town  with  having  at  present  a 
capable  and  efficient  Board  of  Engineers,  who,  if  allowed 
to  work  in  their  own  way  and  with  what  money  the  tax¬ 
payers  can  afford  for  the  maintenance  of  the  department, 
we  will  have  little  cause  for  complaint  or  criticism. 

We  are  well  aware  of  many  things  making  for  a  better 
department.  Briefly  stated:  A  permanent  chief,  more 
drivers,  more  permanent  men  and  a  central  fire  station. 
All  good  and  much  to  be  desired;  but  we  must  take  the 
stand  that  the  economic  condition  of  the  times  and  the 
Taxpayers  cannot  stand  any  more  expense  at  present. 

We  believe  and  approve  of  the  repairs  to  the  two  fire 
stations  asked  for  by  the  chief. 

As  to  more  drivers.  We  do  not  approve. 
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As  to  a  permanent  chief:  When  the  Engineers  in  due 
time  can  reduce  the  number  of  call  men  to  40,  then  we 
can  afford  a  full  time  chief. 

As  to  a  central  fire  station:  No,  not  at  this  time. 

As  to  report  of  the  Underwriters  of  Fire  Insurance  Co., 
stating  changes  required  to  insure  a  reduction  in  rates  as 
far  as  they  relate  to  the  Fire  Department — requiring  a 
large  force  of  permanent  men — we  say  it  is  not  possible 
to  consider  it  at  present.  Another  committee  making  a 
special  study  of  the  Underwriters’  report  will  give  more 
information. 

The  committee  sincerely  regrets  that  A.  H.  Metcalf, 
whose  advice  and  co-operation  was  of  great  assistance  in 
our  deliberations,  is  unable,  through  illness,  to  finish  with 
us. 

Voted:  To  receive  and  accept  report  of  committee  on 
investigating  the  Fire  department. 

Article  2.  Myron  Morey,  Secretary  of  the  Finance 
Committee,  presented  the  following  report  of  the  Finance 
Committee. 

REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

TO  THE  CITIZENS  OF  THE  TOWN  OF  MILFORD 

In  arriving  at  the  sums  in  the  budgets  of  the  various 
departments  it  is  the  practice  of  your  Finance  Committee 
to  call  in  the  department  heads  and  discuss  separately 
the  amounts  that  make  up  their  total  requirements  and 
make  such  recommendations  as  in  our  judgment  seem 
ample  for  the  proper  functioning  of  the  department  con¬ 
sistent  with  the  ability  of  the  tax  payer  to  pay  the  bill. 

In  making  its  recommendations  to  the  citizens  of  the 
town  for  its  expenditures  for  the  year  1938  your  commit¬ 
tee  wish  to  explain  those  items  in  the  budget  which  carry 
material  increases  over  the  budget  of  1937. 

TOWN  ACCOUNTANT 

Due  to  the  change  in  arrangements  in  Town  Hall 
whereby  the  Accountant  cannot  now  borrow  extra  clerks 
from  other  departments  and  must  in  the  future  provide 
his  own  clerks,  and  the  incidental  expense  of  moving  his 
office  to  another  location  makes  the  estimates  for  his 
department  some  ($400.00)  over  the  expenditures  of 
1937. 
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ELECTIONS,  REGISTRATION  AND  TOWN  MEETINGS 

Due  to  an  election  this  year  the  expenditures  are  in¬ 
creased  over  last  year  by  the  sum  of  ($2,300.00) . 

TOWN  HALL 

Alterations  for  new  offices,  together  with  increases  in 
overhead  charges  due  to  more  activities  in  Town  Hall, 
and  minor  repairs,  account  for  the  ($1,200.00)  for  that 
department. 


FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

We  have  made  no  change  in  salary  recommendations 
over  1937  because  we  feel  that  the  special  committee 
appointed  by  the  Town  Meeting  in  1936  will  probably 
report  at  this  meeting  and  we  do  not  wish  to  possibly 
conflict  with  any  report  which  we  have  not  studied.  Cer¬ 
tain  repairs  to  stations  are  needed,  also  more  than  the 
usual  amount  of  hose,  in  order  to  meet  underwriter’s  re¬ 
quirements. 

SEWER  DEPARTMENT 

We  are  told  that  there  is  urgent  need  for  a  new  pump 
and  the  expenditure  of  ($1,000.00)  for  that  purpose  seems 
imperative. 


HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

We  have  recommended  the  sum  of  $1,500.00  for  repairs 
to  sidewalks,  hoping  to  reduce  the  number  of  suits  for 
personal  injuries. 

The  amount  for  snow  removal  is  obviously  variable 
with  the  weather. 

WELFARE  DEPARTMENT 

We  have  reduced  the  estimates  of  this  department  for 
General  and  Mother’s  Aid  from  ($90,000.00)  to  ($65,- 
000.00)  not  with  the  idea  of  curtailing  adequate  relief, 
but  trusting  that  there  will  be  an  increase  in  business 
activity,  thus  reducing  the  number  of  the  unemployed. 

If  this  does  not  occur,  more  funds  must  be  made  avail¬ 
able  before  the  tax  rate  is  set  in  June. 

An  increase  in  Old  Age  Assistance  is  the  normal  result 
of  lowering  the  age  of  eligibility. 
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SCHOOL  DEPARTMENT 

The  increases  in  the  School  Department  are  due  chiefly 
to  the  increased  costs  of  care,  transportation,  tuition  for 
trade  school,  fuel,  and  the  annual  increases  in  teachers’ 
salaries  beyond  our  control. 

TOWN  PARKS 

We  recommend  the  continuance  of  the  rental  of  play¬ 
grounds  and  also  the  adoption  of  a  policy  of  constructing 
cement  sidewalks  in  the  Parks  over  a  period  of  years. 

As  a  beginning  we  recommend  the  sum  of  ($200.00) 
for  material  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  welfare  labor 
and  is  to  be  expended  in  that  manner  only. 

We  also  recommend  the  sum  of  $100.00  for  care  of  trees 
in  the  parks. 

DAMAGE  TO  PERSONS  AND  PROPERTY 

This  item  has  been  increased  to  take  care  of  some  suits 
that  have  been  pending  for  some  time. 

PURCHASE  OF  TOOLS  AND  MATERIALS,  ETC. 

We  recommend  that  this  item  be  increased  $5,000.00 
to  provide  materials  for  a  large  number  of  unemployed. 

MUNICIPAL  CONTRIBUTORY  RETIREMENT  ACT 

This  sum  will  remain  at  $8,457.03  for  some  years  to 
build  up  a  reserve.  After  a  satisfactory  amount  has  been 
accumulated,  that  amount  should  be  reduced.

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The  total  of  these  figures,  as  recommended  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee,  for  both  the  budget  and  warrant  articles  is  $703,- 
839.33.  There  are  certain  sums  which  do  not  appear  in 
the  appropriation  but  which  the  town  must  pay.  We 
estimate  Overlay  as  $10,000.00,  the  State  Tax  as  $27,- 
500.00  and  the  County  Tax  as  $27,500.00,  so  the  total  will 
then  be  $768,839.33.  The  free  cash  and  receipts  we  esti¬ 
mate  as  $193,100.00,  so  the  net  amount  to  be  raised  will 
be  $575,739.33.  The  valuation  of  the  town  is  about  $14,- 
500,000,  and  if  we  divide  the  net  levy  by  the  valuation 
in  thousands,  we  will  get  fairly  close  to  the  tax  rate.  This 
calculation  on  the  above  figures  shows  a  $39.70  r£te  per 
thousand  for  1938. 

Each  $1,000.  which  you  add  or  subtract  from  our  rec¬ 
ommendations  will  vary  this  tax  rate  about  7c  per  thou¬ 
sand. 

With  this  information  available,  YOU,  as  representa¬ 
tives  of  the  voters  and  taxpayers,  are  the  ones  who  will 
actually  set  the  tax  rate  which  YOU  will  directly  or  indi¬ 
rectly  have  to  pay. 

We  have  made  recommendations  carefully,  and  we  hope 
you  will  be  as  careful  in  changing  them.

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Article  1.  A  motion  was  made  that  the  Town  appro¬ 
priate  the  sum  of  Thirty-Five  Thousand  One  Hundred 
and  Sixty-Six  Dollars  and  Thirty-Eight  Cents  ($35,166.38) 
from  available  funds  accruing  to  the  Town  on  account 
of  the  adjustment  of  the  fire  loss  at  the  Town  Infirmary, 
to  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  for  the  purpose  of  meeting 
the  cost  of  the  reconstruction  and  refurnishing  of  said 
Infirmary  and  for  the  payment  of  the  charges  incurred 
in  connection  with  the  adjustment  of  the  fire  loss  thereon. 

Finance  Committee’s  Report 

Your  Committee  finds  the  administration  of  the  Town 
Infirmary  through  1937  and  1938  extremely  lax.  Un¬ 
usual  amounts  of  luxuries  have  been  purchased;  bills 
showing  article  and  amount  with  no  detail  as  to  quantity 
have  been  passed  and  paid.  In  one  case  a  credit  memo¬ 
randum  was  O.K.’d  as  a  bill  and  paid  again  by  the  Town. 
This  has  since  been  corrected  by  the  Accountant,  but 
indicates  how  laxly  the  business  of  the  Infirmary  has 
been  run.  Out-of-season  fruits  and  produce  have  been 
bought  without  regard  to  cost,  and  the  same  applies  to 
fruit  juices  and  tonics.  Also,  it  seems  apparent  that  no 
attempt  has  been  made  by  either  the  Board  or  the  Super¬ 
intendent  to  economize  on  any  of  the  miscellaneous  arti¬ 
cles  which  the  Superintendent  wished  to  purchase.  No 
satisfactory  records  have  been  found  on  either  the  quan¬ 
tity  or  costs  of  any  of  the  products  raised  on  the  farm. 

The  cost  of  $6.44  per  person  given  in  the  1937  Town 
Report  is  not  correct,  and  the  actual  cost  is  $7.23  per 
person  per  week,  without  adding  any  cost  for  insurance 
or  overhead.  If  these  additional  items  were  included,  the 
cost  per  person  per  week  would  be  $7.94. 

Many  towns  of  Massachusetts  find  it  more  economical 
to  board  out  infirmary  cases  in  private  families,  partic¬ 
ularly  Norwood,  Wellesley,  Framingham,  Whitman,  Mel¬ 
rose,  Great  Barrington,  Needham,  Ludlow  and  others, 
and  a  few  find  that  an  Infirmary  without  a  farm  is  best. 
Marlboro  has  no  farm ;  buys  all  it  uses  for  the  Infirmary, 
and  still  beats  our  cost  by  $1.38  per  person  per  week. 
Taking  two  nearby  towns  of  nearly  our  size,  boarding  in 
private  families,  Norwood  cost  was  $6.25  and  Framing¬ 
ham  cost  was  $6.00.  Marlboro  cost,  without  any  farm 
products  being  grown  was  $5.85. 

The  employment  of  assistance  in  the  adjustment  of 
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the  fire  loss,  the  agreement  for  compensation  and  the 
vote  of  payment  has  been  handled  in  a  manner  not  in 
keeping  with  good  business  judgment,  if  not  actually  in 
a  dictatorial  and  arbitrary  manner.  Under  the  arrange¬ 
ment  the  Town  is  called  upon  to  pay  over  $800.00.  for 
what  a  reputable  contractor  offered  to  do  for  $200.00. 
In  our  opinion,  the  legality  of  the  whole  matter  is  open 
to  question. 

We  find  that  the  records  of  the  Board  are  written  and 
signed  by  a  person  who  it  is  admitted  attends  none  of  the 
meetings,  and  they  do  not  appear  to  be  a  complete  state¬ 
ment  of  the  transactions  of  the  Board.  Your  Committee 
has  been  unable  to  investigate  the  matter  of  plans  and 
costs  of  rebuilding  and  refurnishing  a  Town  Infirmary 
by  reason  of  there  being  no  money  available  for  such  a 
purpose.  Neither  has  the  time  available  allowed  a  survey 
of  the  possibility  of  boarding  out  the  inmates  among  the 
families  in  town  or  the  cost  thereof. 

We  do  not  recommend  the  rebuilding  of  the  Infirmary 
if  it  is  to  be  conducted  in  the  same  manner  as  it  has  been 
in  the  past. 

We  feel  that  the  whole  matter  warrants  a  more  com¬ 
plete  and  thorough  investigation  before  a  definite  con¬ 
clusion  is  formulated.  We  suggest  that  a  committee  to 
consist  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare,  the  Town  So¬ 
licitor,  and  ten  Town  Meeting  Members,  consisting  of  two 
Members  from  each  Precinct,  elected  at  this  Meeting  by 
the  Members  thereof,  be  authorized  and  directed  to  in¬ 
vestigate  the  whole  matter  of  the  care  of  such  persons 
as  have  heretofore  been  cared  for  at  the  Town  Infirmary, 
and  to  make  report  of  their  findings  and  recommenda¬ 
tions  at  a  future  Town  Meeting. 

If  it  should  be  decided  to  rebuild,  we  forcefully  recom¬ 
mend  that  the  matter  be  handled  by  a  Building  Com¬ 
mittee.

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Vital  Statistics 


Parents  and  others  are  requested  to  carefully  examine 
the  following  lists  and  if  any  errors  or  omissions  are  dis¬ 
covered  report  them  at  once  to  the  Town  Clerk,  that  the 
record  may  be  corrected,  as  it  is  of  importance  that  the 
record  of  Vital  Statistics  should  be  complete.  Herewith 
are  extracts  from  the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts, 
Chapter  46. 

Section  3.  Every  physician  or  hospital  medical  officer 
registered  under  Section  nine  of  Chapter  one  hundred  and 
twelve,  in  this  chapter  called  officer,  shall  keep  a  record 
of  the  birth  of  every  child  in  cases  of  which  he  was  in 
charge,  showing  date  and  place  of  birth,  the  name,  if  any, 
of  the  child,  its  sex  and  color,  the  name,  age,  birthplace, 
occupation  and  residence  (including  the  street,  number,  if 
any,  and  the  ward  number,  if  in  a  city)  of  each  parent,  the 
maiden  name  of  the  mother  and  the  name  of  the  physician 
or  officer,  if  any,  personally  attending  the  birth.  If  the 
child  is  illegitimate,  the  name  of  and  other  facts  relating 
to  the  father  shall  not  be  set  forth  except  upon  written 
request  of  both  the  father  and  mother.  Said  physician 
or  officer  shall,  within  fifteen  days  after  such  birth,  mail 
or  deliver  to  the  clerk  or  registrar  of  the  town  where  such 
birth  occurred,  a  report  stating  the  facts  herein  above 
required  to  be  shown  on  said  record  and  also  the  said 
written  request,  if  any;  provided,  that  if  said  report  is 
not  so  made  within  forty-eight  hours  after  such  birth, 
said  physician  or  officer  shall,  within  said  forty-eight 
hours,  mail  or  deliver  to  said  clerk  or  registrar  a  notice 
stating  the  date  and  place  of  birth,  the  street  number, 
if  any,  the  ward  number,  if  in  a  city,  and  the  family  name. 
Upon  presentation  to  him  of  a  certificate  of  the  Town 
Clerk  stating  that  any  such  birth  has  been  duly  reported, 
the  Town  Treasurer  shall  pay  to  such  physician  or  officer 
a  fee  of  twenty-five  cents  for  each  birth  so  reported.  Any 
physician  or  any  such  officer  violating  any  provision  of 
this  section  shall  forfeit  not  more  than  twenty-five  dollars. 

Section  4.  A  member  or  servant  of  a  family  in  which 
a  child  is  born,  having  knowledge  of  the  facts  required  for 
record  relative  to  such  births,  shall  furnish  the  same  upon 
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request  of  the  clerk  of  the  town  where  such  child  was  born 
or  its  parents  reside,  or  of  any  person  authorized  by  him. 
Such  member  or  servant  refusing  to  furnish  such  facts 
shall  be  punished  by  fine  of  not  exceeding  ten  dollars. 

Section  6.  Parents,  within  forty  days  after  the  birth 
of  a  child,  and  every  householder,  within  forty  days  after 
a  birth  in  his  house,  shall  cause  notice  thereof  to  be  given 
to  the  clerk  of  the  town  where  such  child  is  born.  Every 
householder  in  whose  house  a  death  occurs  and  the  oldest 
next-of-kin  of  a  deceased  person  in  the  town  where  the 
death  occurs  shall,  within  five  days  thereafter,  cause 
notice  thereof  to  be  given  to  the  board  of  health,  or,  if  the 
selectmen  constitute  such  board,  to  the  town  clerk.  The 
keeper,  superintendent  or  person  in  charge  of  a  workhouse, 
house  of  correction,  prison,  reformatory,  hospital,  alms¬ 
house  or  other  institution,  public  or  private,  which  receives 
inmates  from  within  or  without  the  limits  of  the  town 
where  it  is  located  shall,  when  a  person  is  received,  obtain 
a  record  of  all  the  facts  which  would  be  required  for 
record  in  the  event  of  the  death  of  such  person,  and  shall, 
on  or  before  the  fifth  day  of  each  month,  give  notice  to 
the  town  clerk  of  every  birth  and  death  among  the  persons 
under  his  charge  during  the  preceding  month. 

Blanks  for  returns  of  births  and  deaths  may  be  obtained 
at  the  office  of  the  town  clerk.
